Superbikes for AMA 
Camel Pro Series in 
1986 


Formula One 
abandoned! 


By John Ulrich 

LONG BEACH, CA, AUG. 5 

In a July 24 letter to race pro- 
moters, American Motorcyclist 
Assn. (AMA) Professional Com- 
petition Director Bill Amick 
said that the AMA will make Super- 
bike the points-paying main event at 
Camel Pro Series road races in 1986, 
bumping Formula One to sideshow 
status. In his letter, Amick also reveal- 
ed that, in 1986, the AMA will place 
more emphasis on Formula Two, 
reduce Battle of the Twins (BoTT) to 
two displacement classes (750cc and 
1000cc) with stricter licensing require- 
ments, and hold three-to-six-hour, 
into-the-night endurance races on 
Saturday nights before the Camel Pro 
Series races. Amick claims the change 
will result in “availability of equip- 
ment... reasonable cost for inde- 
pendent entries . . . potential for rules 
formula which will generate more 
competitive racing . . . positive 'sell 
what you race' incentive for manu- 





facturers . . . spectator appeal of 
multi-brand racing which can be 
related to show-room floor equip- 
ment and ties in with extensive manu- 
facturer advertising campaigns." 

The move by the AMA, expected to 
become official at a meeting at AMA 
headquarters in Westerville, Ohio 
August 5, came under immediate fire 
from five-time U.S. Formula One 
Champion Mike Baldwin and from 
MacLean Racing owner Bob Mac- 
Lean, who fields Formula One ma- 
chines ridden by Wayne Rainey arid 
Rich Schlachter. MacLean revealed 
that he had held talks with track 
management from Laguna Seca, Elk- 
hart Lake and Mid-Ohio and that the 
three tracks would form their own 
Formula One series, perhaps an in- 
ternational series, run along the lines 
of CART Indy-car races. 

"I think the decision by the AMA, 
or whoever is behind the decision, is 
that they have decided — as a market- 
ing decision — the Superbike format 
will be the most successful for racing 
and I'm totally in disagreement with 
that," said MacLean. “I think it's a 
backwards move if we do this. My 
feeling, from what I've been able to 
observe of people looking at and 
asking questions about my machin- 
ery, is that there's a lot of interest in 
the exotic machinery, in riders like 
Kenny Roberts, Wayne Rainey, Rich 
Schlachter and the rest. I feel the 
people who are buying soft drinks, 
pizza or whatever from companies we 
want to get interested in racing, are 
interested in the exotic. 

“There are several options open to 
us should the proposal go through 
and one is to create an alternative 
series in the U.S. to try and keep 
Formula One racing alive,” con- 
tinued MacLean. ''Or I could take 
my interest and focus it on racing the 
GPs in Europe. I'd rather spend my 
money here trying to make racing 
better, but Superbike racing? I don't 
think so." 

“If they do make the change from 
Formula One to Superbike as the 
premier series in the U.S. then the 
reason, the main one, is that they're 
having a hard time filling the For- 
mula One grids," said Baldwin. “I 
certainly don't think they're doing it 
to cut the cost of racing for the riders. 
If you want to race a GP bike, a 
Honda RS500, you can buy a new '85 
for $27,000. You open the crate and 
you're ready to race and be competi- 
tive. By the time you've finished 
building a Superbike capable of win- 
ning you're going to spend upwards 
of $30,000 and that doesn't count the 
time put in. Once you add in labor, 
you've got $40,000 invested. You can 
bend that figure and come up with 
one for $15,000 but that won't get you 
a top five finish or maybe even top 10. 

“If they want to change to Super- 
bike, that's fine with me,” continued 
Baldwin. “T1 sell my Formula One 
equipment and get Superbikes be- 
cause riding a two-stroke or a four- 
stroke doesn't make any difference to 
me. I think one thing a lot of riders, 
teams and sponsors haven't looked at, 
if the change is made, is that you'll 
probably have all the top Formula 
One riders on Superbikes and that 
puts those riders now finishing third 
and back suddenly racing for eighth 
or ninth. Will they be able to afford 
the $40,000 it's going to take to have 
highly-competitive machinery? 

“I think some will, but that will 
escalate the cost of racing for every- 
body.

Baldwin’s win, title 
at Mid-Ohio National

LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 


Honda’s Mike Baldwin mathematically 
clinched the Formula One title with an easy 
win at Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course. Bald- 
win, who led the final 30 laps of the 31-lap, 


74.4-mile National, collected 
the lion’s share of the $21,000 
purse. The title marked the 
fourth in a row for Connecticut 
Yankee Baldwin and the fifth of his 
career. Baldwin’s crew, Bruce Maus 
and Creighton Demorest, had Bald- 
win’s Arai/Michelin-backed Honda 
RS500 ready to be crated up for 
shipment to Sweden so Baldwin can 
race the August Il GP. The rush back 
to Europe was contingent on his 
wrapping up the title. 

Randy Renfrow, in his second ride 
for new sponsor Starfire Racing, 
turned in a strong performance to net 
second on his RS500. Third fell to 
Dan Chivington and his Gee Vee Per- 
formance Yamaha TZ500 after an 
equally strong ride. — 

MacLean Racing's Wayne Rainey, 
aboarda Honda R S500, and the TZ750 
Yamaha of Shoei/Interstate Leathers 
rider Doug Brauneck rounded out 
the top five. 

Rich Schlachter, the rider with the 
best chance of taking the title chase to 
the final round at Brainerd Interna- 
tional Raceway on September 1, 
crashed early in the National and 
erased what chance he had. Schlach- 
ter sustained a battered right elbow 
and plenty of bruises. 

In the battle of the dirt trackers, 
Doug Chandler finished seventh with 
Bubba Shobert 10th and Ted Boody 
13th. 

Shobert continues to lead the Camel 
Pro Series point standings, 156 points 
to 149 over Chandler with Boody 
third at 130. 

Renfrow now finds himself in the 
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strange position of being able to tie 
Baldwin on points — should he win 
at BIR and Baldwin score no points 
— and still losing the title by having 
less National wins. 

Rainey took the pole for the Na- 
tional over Baldwin by a tick of the 
clock with Schlachter and Renfrow 
behind. Shobert, riding Superbike 
Series points leader Fred Merkel's 
back-up bike, put the Honda Inter- 
ceptor 750-based mount on the out- 
side of row one, but was a full two 
seconds off Rainey's time. The final 
spot on the 26-rider grid was filled by 
Last Chance Qualifier winner Mike 
Elmore and his RS500. 

Rainey led the first lap on the 
twisting course which throws a var- 
iety of elevation changes and 15 tight 
turns at the riders per lap. Baldwin, 
in second, led Shobert, Schlachter, 
Renfrow, Brauneck, Chivington, 
Labrosse and Chandler. 


Miles Baldwin came around nearly 


half a lap down, definitely not the 
way to start a race. "I got to the grid a 
bit late," said Miles Baldwin, “but 
that wasn't the problem. We had 
some trouble starting the bike and by 
the time the problem was fixed I 
didn't have time for a warm-up lap. 
To make matters worse, the gas never 
got turned back on after the work was 
finished on the bike and I had to pull 
off the track just into the first lap and 
do that. I was not very happy out 
there." 

Mike Baldwin took over the lead 
on the second lap, leading a string of 
seven riders with MotoPlan Insuran- 
ce's Alan Labrosse and his RS500 at 
the tail end. 
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Dan Chivington (left) and his TZ500 had a terrific battle for third with 
Doug Brauneck and his TZ750. Brauneck crashed, still finished fifth. 





On lap three, Jimmy Adamo came 
into the pits and parked his Team 
Leoni Cagiva 500 GP bike. Super- 
bike winner John Bettencourt's ride 
came to an end one lap later as he 
also parked his bike. Lap five saw 
Elmore come into the pits to remove 
tape from his overheating radiator. 

By lap seven, the front-runners had 
splitinto groups with Mike Baldwin, 
Rainey, Schlachter and Renfrow pull- 
ing away from Chivington, Brauneck 
and Shobert while Labrosse trailed. 
Art Robbins, on the Treen-backed 
Yamaha TZ750, had Doug Chandler 
and his Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Racing RS500 for company in a bat- 
tle for ninth. 

Thecomplexion of the race changed 
on the 10th lap as Schlachter crashed 
hard in a section of uphill/downhill 
turns shortly after taking second from 
MacLean Racing teammate Rainey. 
"I don't know what happened,” said 
Schlachter afterward. “The back end 
broke loose and I went flying. Luck- 
ily, I only rashed up my elbow. I 
know I'll hurt tomorrow because I 
don't think I’ve ever hit the ground 
that hard in a crash.” 

Rainey almost didn't avoid going 
down with Schlachter. ‘‘Rich’s bike 
bounced up and nearly took me with 
it," said Rainey. "Somehow I missed 
it, but in doing so I really pulled my 
elbow and it hurt bad enough that I 
considered pulling in for at least the 
next two or three laps." Rainey car- 
ries pins and wires in his right elbow 
to allow him to race after breaking 
part of the elbow in a crash at Lou- 
don in June. Rainey also wears a spe- 
cial orthopedic brace. 

The outcome of the incident was 
that Mike Baldwin added to his lead- 
ing advantage and Renfrow, who 
was in position to miss all the action 
in front of him, secured second a 
good distance over Rainey. Renfrow 
pushed hard in the next few laps to 
close the gap on Baldwin, but Bald- 
win used traffic to his advantage to 
open up four seconds on Renfrow by 
lap 14. 

Shobert's strong ride in sixth came 
to a dusty interruption on lap 14. “I 
missed a shift going into a turn and 
couldn't get slowed down," said 
Shobert. “I ran off the track, went 
down, but kept the engine going and 
got right back on the track. The 
excursion dropped him to ninth. 

The battle for fourth behind Mike 
Baldwin, Renfrow and Rainey starred 
Chivington and Brauneck in a good 
position-swapping duel which came 
to an end on lap 21 as Brauneck hit 
the dirt. “I was up and running for 
the bike before it stopped sliding,” 
said Brauneck. “I straightened the 
bar and grip on one side, got a push 
off from a corner worker and spent a 
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lap cleaning the dirt out of the fair- 
ing while trying to keep up a pace." - 
Brauneck dropped to sixth, but came 
back to claim fifth three laps after his 
crash. 

“T really didn't have any problems,” 
said Mike Baldwin. “I did keep my 
eyes open for slick spots, oil on the 
track and made-sure I didn’t spook 
any riders when I passed them. The 
thought of the last two times here 
when I crashed, once from oil on the 
track and the other from a rider mov- 
ing into my line, did cross my minda 
few times." Baldwin was leading in 
both those instances. 

Back in the pack some interesting 
dices were taking place. Art Robbins' 
strong challenge for sixth ended when 
he ran off the track, but he kept it up 
and got back on track in eighth — 
where he finished. Russ Paulk, on 
the Taylor White-backed, Vic Fasola- ~ 
prepped TZ750, was on a relentless 
charge from deep in the pack, after 
Shobert's ninth place. Miles Baldwin 
cut through traffic for 12th. 

Two laps earlier, Chivington, after 
catching and tailing Rainey, passed 
and moved into third. With Brau- 
neck’s move around Labrosse for fifth, 
the top six were set for the run to the 
finish. 

The final laps saw Mike Baldwin 
increase his margin of victory to 
nearly 15 seconds as the rest of the 
top six held position. Labrosse, in 
sixth, had to hold off challenges from 
Chandler in the final three laps. 
“Doug had better braking in the 
turns," said Labrosse, "while I had 
the advantage on top-end speed. We 
were both riding cautious and it was 
speed over braking at the finish." 

Robbins held a secure eighth, but 
behind him the final two laps saw 
Paulk catch, pass and hold off Sho- 
bert to take ninth. “Once I got near 
Bubba I felt I had a chance," said 
Paulk. “It was like dangling a prize 
out there and I wanted it.” 

"I was just rolling along in the 
final laps," said Shobert. “I got pit 
signals that whoever was behind me 
was a long way back and my pit crew 
apparently thought Paulk was a lap 
down.” 

Miles Baldwin’s hard work paid 
off with an 11th place finish. “It was 
a lot of hard work for very little 
return,” said an obviously-displeased 
Baldwin. 

Mike Baldwin was all smiles once 
he was sure he had clinched the title 
and given his sponsors, Michelin and 
Arai, what they were looking for. “It 
feels good," said the champion. “I 
was going to stay here in the U.S. and 
not go back to race in the final Grands 
Prix, but now that I've gotten the 
title I can go back and concentrate 
totally on those two final races." e€

Rainey rolls 
to victory 


LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 4 
Wayne Rainey kept his title 
hopes alive in Formula Two 
with a green flag to checkered 
flag ride to victory in the 21- 
lap, 50-mile final at Mid-Ohio. Rai- 
ney, aboard a MacLean Racing Honda 
RS250, was followed home by team- 
mate Rich Schlachter on a similiar 
bike and the RS of Eurocycle-backed 
Don Greene, the defending series 
champion. 

The battle for fourth went right to 
the finish with Miles Baldwin, on the 
Brothers Honda-BMW RS250, edg- 
ing out John Kocinski and his Moto- 
vox Fox Yamaha í sare 


rounds left to run in the series, show 
Schlachter holding the top spot with 
111 points to Greene's 95. Rainey 
holds third at 80. 

Rainey almost didn't ride the race 
because there was only a 45-minute 
break between it and the Formula 
One National. However, after talk- 
ing to sponsor Bob MacLean and get- 
ting some advice from friend Keith 
Code of the California Superbike 
School, Rainey decided to race. The 
closeness of the races, the heat and 
humidity and the wear and tear on 
Rainey’s healing elbow injury were 
all discussed. Rainey wore a special 
orthopedic brace which limited the 
movement of the arm. 

Rainey led Greene and Schlachter 
on the start of the final. Doug Brau- 
neck’s ride was over almost as soon as 
it started when something apparently 
was sucked into the carburetor of his 
Spondon and he retired on lap two. 

By the fourth lap, the front three 
had opened an 11 second gap in the 
rest of the field with Yamaha rider 
Chuck Aksland, in fourth, slowly 
losing ground to the charge of Brad 
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The point standings, with four 








Holman while Kocinski and a slow 
starting Baldwin reeled him in. 

Rainey opened up two seconds on 
the Greene/Schlachter duel for second 
and just as quickly lost it- Lap seven 
saw Schlachter take second for good 
and close the gap on Rainey, only to 
lose ground in traffic. 

Keith Kiyota crashed hard in the 
esses just before the start/finish line 
at the end of lap 12 and went to the 
hospital with a broken arm. 

Rainey gained nearly two seconds 
on Schlachter on lap 13 when he 
sliced through a pack of riders on the 
front straight and Schlachter couldn't 
do the same. At this point, Rainey 
was up nearly six seconds and would 
hold an eight-second gap at the 
finish. : 

The final third of the race saw 
Rainey, Schlachter and Greene 
maintaining a steady pace with their 
spots in winner's circle locked up. 
Fourth spot went right to the check- 
ered flag with Baldwin taking the 
position away from Kocinski on the 
final lap by two bikelengths.

"Johnny B" 
makes good 


LEXINGTON, OH, AUG. 3 

Team Bettenpurple's Johnny 
Bettencourt was probably the 
happiest rider at Mid-Ohio on 
Saturday, but Honda Intercep- 


tor-mounted Bettencourt didn't allow 
himself the luxury of an ear-to-ear 
grin until he took the checkered flag 
at the end of the 25-lap, 60-mile 
Wiseco Superbike final. It marked 
his second Superbike win but you'd 


don for Bettencourt's first — on a 
Suzuki — in the days of the infancy of 
the series. 

"Oddly enough," said Bettencourt, 
"I was on the pole for that race also. 
It's been a long time between wins 
and pole positions.” 

Rueben McMurter also recorded 
his best finish of the season with a 
second on the Sports Afield/Yamaha 
Motor Canada-backed Yamaha FZ750 
— the second straight runner-up fin- 
ish for the newest entry in the Super- 
bike ranks. Third went to Todd Bru- 
baker and his Starfire Racing Honda 
after Peter Lusby crashed and parted 
company with his Phoenix Racing 
Honda within a few feet of the check- 
ered flag. He sustained a concussion. 
Since he and his bike crossed the line 
separately, Lusby was credited with 
12th, the final rider on the lead lap. 

MPC/Shoei-sponsored Ricky Or- 
lando finished fourth with John 
Kocinski and his Cycle Tech Honda 
in fifth ahead of the Honda of Bartow 
mount of Glenn Barry. 

The story of the race began with 
Friday’s practice sessions. Defending 
series champ and current point leader 
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Fred Merkel came to Mid-Ohio with 
racing on his mind even though he 
has pins and three screws in the top of 
his left foot, securing the bone he 
broke in five places July 13 at Laguna 
Seca. "I put my leathers on and then 
spent 10 minutes getting my left 
boot on," said Merkel. “I rode my 
Honda around the garage area first 
and had a lot of trouble shifting." 
Merkel decided to wait and see about 
racing. On Saturday, the decision 
was made for him. 

“T crashed, that’s it,” explained a 
disappointed John Ashmead as he 
carried an ice bag covering his broken 
right thumb after his Saturday morn- 
ing crash in practice. “This wasn't 
the time to have something like this 
happen," continued Ashmead. “I got 
the ball rolling with my win at La- 
guna Seca and I figured I could close 
the point gap a good bit here since 
Fred (Merkel) wouldn’t have been 
100%. Now, I'll miss one more round 
at the least.” 

Barry, third in points, stood to 
gain the most with Merkel and Ash- 
mead on the sidelines, but he was in 


bone he sustained in a crash at La- 
guna Seca. “I’m hurting, that’s the 
bottom line," said Barry. 

In the end, it was Bettencourt who 
gained the most in the points as he 
vaulted to second. Merkel still holdsa 
solid 28-point advantage, 96 points 
to 68 over Bettencourt, followed by 
Ashmead at 65, Brubaker at 63 and 
Barry at 62. 

“Just because I'm on the pole I bet 
you think I'm nervous," said first 
heat winner Bettencourt to Super- 
team Yamaha rider Jimmy Filice, the 
winner of the other qualifying heat. 
“You bet I am." Orlando, Brubaker 
and Randy Renfrow, on a Starfire 
Racing Yamaha, filled out the front 
row of the 39-rider grid. 

Filice lit theafterburners right from 
the start and was over six seconds 
ahead of McMurter, Bettencourt, Ren- 
frow, Brubaker and Orlando by the 
end of lap four. Filice looked as if he 
was in a race by himself as he pulled 
away with ease. 

Renfrow was getting up to speed 
on the rolling 15-turn track and by 
lap six was up into second ahead of 
Bettencourt and McMurter. “My strat- 
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Gene Church and his Harley-Davidson led every lap of the Battle of The 
Twins race; Jimmy Adamo and Malcolm Tunstall were second and third. 





egy was to make as quick a move as 
possible," said Renfrow, “but Jimmy 
didn't wait for anyone on the start." 

"I wanted to stay with Jimmy,” 
said McMurter, “but I ran into han- 
dling problems right away. I was 
having trouble keeping the bike going 
where I wanted it to go in the turns 
and I ended up spending most of the 
race hanging on rather than racing.” 

Sam McDonald's string of hard 
luck continued and he parked his 
bike on lap six. “It’s an engine prob- 
lem," said McDonald, “but we won't 
know exactly what it is until we get 
inside the engine." 

Bettencourt and Renfrow battled 
for second 10 seconds behind Filice 
on lap nine with McMurter, Lusby, 
Brubaker (riding with front brake 
problems), Orlando and the Mona- 
han R&D Yamaha of Kevin Monahan 
following. 

On lap 10, the battle for second 
became one for the lead as Filice came 


‘past the pits pounding on his gas 


tank and slowing. “It felt so good 
being out frontand everything seemed 
to be going my way,” said Filice. 
“Then, the engine started to vibrate 
and run ragged. I was hoping it was 
just something little and that I could 
nurse it to the finish. It wasn’t and 
two laps later the engine blew — big 
time. It was a long walk back to the 
pits." 

Bettencourt, on the Bettencourt 
Honda-sponsored, Dave Hoyle-tuned 
mount, had a nearly three-second 
lead on Renfrow when Filice retired 
and that was as close as anyone 
would get until he was surrounded in 
winner's circle. 

“We made a change in the front 
brakes just before the start," said 
Renfrow, “and then couldn't get them 
to work right. I had hardly any pres- 
sure at the brake lever. Some laps into 
the race the pressure built up and I 
could hardly pull the lever in.” 

On lap 15, Monahan's ride in sev- 
enth came to a halt as he coasted to a 
stop with undisclosed problems and 
parked his bike against the wall sepa- 
rating the track and pit area. 

Bettencourt continued his run out 
front, with Renfrow about five seconds 
back on lap 19, followed by McMur- 
ter, Lusby and Brubaker in a tight 
battle for fourth and Orlando in fifth. 
The sixth-place battle included Dale 
Quarterley, Kocinski, Fred Renz, Mike 
Harth, Barry and Larry Shorts. 

One lap later, it was Renfrow's 
turn to pound the gas tank in frustra- 
tion. "I missed a shift and bent some 


valves inthe engine; said Renfrow. - 


“The chain came off just before the 
finish to end my ride.” 

Quick pit signals about Renfrow’s 
problem got McMurter back on the 
gas "and pulling out all the stops in 
the final laps.” Up to that point, the 
Lusby/Brubaker battle had been 
closing in as McMurter struggled 
with handling ills. 

Orlando had to be content to watch 
from fifth. “I had to run one of my 
old engines," said Orlando, ''and it 
just got slower and slower as the race 
wore down." 

Three laps from the end, Betten- 
court's margin quickly shrunk from 
17 seconds to 10. “I had a problem 
with the front end," said Bettencourt, 
“and I wasn't sure what it was. I 
thought it might be a loose axle or 
that the brake calipers were coming 
loose. I slowed, looked down, and 
saw it wasn't either. I figured cor- 
rectly, it was something in the steer- 
ing head and I could handle that. I 
was keeping an eye on my pit board 
and I wouldn't have given up so 
much time if I didn’t have it. It was a 
matter of being safe. Hey, it was a 
great race. I feel terrific." e

The top three ran in position 
from the third lap on. 

The fourth through sixth places in 
the overall finish were set from the 
end of lap three with the Moto-Guzzi 
of North America mount of Gregg 
Smrz taking command of fourth from 
David Keiffer and his Sports MC 
Racing/Rough Stock Racing Ducati. 
The top five overall were also the top 
fivein the GP class. Sixth overall and 
the win in the Heavyweight Modified 
class went to David McClure and his 
Harley-Davidson/Express Racing- 
backed Harley. McClure's class win 
gave him a continued hold on the 
overall series point standings lead. 

'The win in the Lightweight Modi- 
fied ranks and seventh overall fell to 
the Wolf Racing/Red Line Ducati of 
Roger Sears.

About halfway 
through the race I looked back and I 
had a pretty good lead on third so I 
figured I didn't need to push it any 
more than necessary." 

The halfway mark saw Church 
with 12 seconds on Adamo. However, 
Don Tilley, Church's tuner, was 
keeping a close eye on his rider. “The 
engine was totally rebuilt for this 
race," said Tilley. “We blew up an 
engine at Laguna Seca and it took a 
lot of work to get ready for here. I 
finished rebuilding it late Thursday 
and when we started it up, I discov- 
ered an oil leak so it was tear it down 
and put it back together again before 
we left.” 

After the early laps, third-place 
Tunstall was never really challenged. 
"It may have looked like an easy ride, 
but it wasn't," said Tunstall. “There 
were a lot of slick spots on the track 
and I got out of shape a number of 
times. I'm glad my luck has finally 
turned around. I really wanted to do 
well, especially since there are a 
number of people from Crane Elec- 
tronics, my sponsor, here to watch." 

Four laps from the finish Church 
almost saw his ride come to an end. “I 
hit a slick spot," said Church, “and 
got so out of shape that my feet came 


off the footpegs. My right knee hit the:

track so hard it gashed my leathers, 
but that also bounced me back up 
and in the right direction.

Bonneville: USFRA 
meet opens 
speed season

WENDOVER, UT, JULY 19-21 


Good salt and a pent-up desire to race 
brought an unprecedented amount of action 
to the Utah Salt Flats Racing Association’s 
July meet. After two wet years with hardly 


any action, it was the first time 
trials of the short summer-fall 
season at the Bonneville Salt 
Flats. Fast bike of the meet was 


the S&S Products/Bub Enterprises/ 
Harley-Davidson streamliner Tena- 
cious, which went 205 mph on gaso- 
line its first run Friday. 

A couple of Saturday runs were 
kept in the same range, while the 
group solved a hang-up in the con- 
trols which kept the parachutes from 
releasing on runs, and they did minor 
tuning. Also, around 200 mph the 
bike showed a tendency to roll a little. 
Runs on the dirt surface at Gerlach, 
Nevada, during the time the salt was 
too wet, had been mostly in the 150 to 





175 mph range. 

Weight was added to the nose. The 
wheels were realigned. The second 
run Saturday was made with a tail 
added, fabricated after the morning 
run from sheet aluminum. Handling 
kept improving with these changes 
until the group figured they were 
ready to run on 60% nitro Sunday 
morning. 


The well-tested, meticulously- 
constructed engine easily achieved 
264.069 in the mile. But rider Dan 
Kinsey was leaned over against one 
of Bonneville’s trick crosswinds. 
With the wind pushing him, he noted 
he was headed too close to the timing 
lights. Kinsey pulled the small chute, 
at a point observed later from skid 








marks to be just before the timing eye 
at the end of the mile. 

The bike slowed only to 261.627 
before the "quarter" light 132 feet 
farther, missing the lights by a cou- 
ple of feet. Kinsey sent out the large 
chute, which according to observer 
Gregg Morgan caused the bike to 
tumble. By the time the two chutes 
stopped the ‘liner, off the track slightly 
to the left and a half a mile down, 
most of its fiberglass shell was all 
over the salt in large and small pieces. 
Kinsey wasn’t hurt, in fact he was 
ready to go again. But the crash was a 
great disappointment after the almost- 
flawless mechanical performance of 
the motorcycle, right out of the trailer 
in its Bonneville debut. 

The last time Manning and S&S 
(then in the person of the late George 
Smith, Sr.), cooperated on a Harley 
‘liner, it was the one piloted by Cal 
Rayborn in 1970 to a motorcycle land 
speed record of 265 mph. In 1970, 
that kind of speed was achieved with 
great effort and about 32 runs. This 
time it was done so easily (after all the 
preliminary work), it was doubly 
shocking that the bike crashed. 

The group's two other bikes ran 
well. Tramp ran for the first time 
with a fairing, custom designed by 
Charly Perethian at Rifle. Its second 
run was 186.721, already faster than 
the Bonneville National (Speed Week) 
record of 183.498. Next run was 
193.751. The bike's record at Speed 
Week last year, unfaired, was 171. 
They were pleased with Perethian's 
fairing. 

To cool the engine, Perethian also 
made up on the spot from cardboard 
and fiberglass components two small 
vanes using already-turbulent air, to 
fit in the center opening of the fair- 
ing. Cylinder head temperatures on 
both bikes were kept to less than 300°, 
one of their goals, to promote longe- 
vity. They decided Tramp was ready 
for Speed Week after the three runs. 

The third bike was an FXRS with a 
prototype S&S Sidewinder kit. Its fast- 
est run was 141.263. A respectable 
time for a street bike with high bars 
which hold the rider's hands up like 
sails; remember that the thinner air 
of Bonneville's elevation of over 4200 
feet robs a normally-aspirated engine 
of 20% of its power compared to sea 
level. 

A land speed record of another 
kind was successfully concluded at 
the meet. Bicyclist John Howard, ex- 
road racer and triathlon champion, 
rode his specially-designed bicycle to 
152.284 mph for a new motor-paced 
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bicycle record. Motor-paced means 
that he rode in the wind shadow of a 
large fairing built onto the rear of 
Rick Vesco's streamliner car. 

Bicyclists have been motor pacing 
ever since “‘Mile-a-Minute Murphy 
astounded the world around the turn 
of the century by doing a mile in 57.8 
seconds behind a Long Island train 
engine. Motor-pacing gives a bicyclist 
a tremendous advantage compared to 
riding in the wind. For comparison, 
the regular bicycle speed record is 
only 42 mph. 

With its tandem rear sprockets, the 


` bike was geared so high that Howard 


had to be towed to 85 mph before he 
could let go and pedal. To sustain the 
speed he could attain was a difficult 
feat. He had to stay within a very 
small space behind the car, not bump- 
ing it, not getting too far back, out of 
the wind shadow. Success in doing 
this was dependent both on Vesco's 
ability to maintain as smooth and 
even a pace as possible, and How- 
ard's skill in compensating for any 
irregularities in the surface or in the 
shielding car's motion. 

Howard warmed up, then ran at 
about 100 mph, then in the 130s. 
Then he went forit. The car was con- 
sistently taching the equivalent of 
151 to 152 mph through the mile and 
the timed quarter after it, safely above 
the desired goal of 150 mph. 

On the first such run, Howard and 
his large entourage learned what other 
Salt Flats racers had before them. 
Motorcyclists have a rulebook to guide 
them to safe practices. Centrifugal 
force overcame the spring holding 
the valve stem closed, and the air 
leaked out of Howard's rear tire half- 
way through the timed mile. “It took 
all I had," he said, “to fight the bike 
down from 150 with a flat in the rear.” 

On the next run, with a metal cap 
on the offending valve, the car jerked 
a little while Howard was still under 
tow, and he was released early. 

On the third 150-plus try, Howard 
finally made it through the lights . 
without a problem; culimination of a 
five-year project. 

Next fastest motorcycle after Tramp 
was the Suzuki GS1150E of R.E.V. | 
Competition Tuning of Salt Lake 
City. Steve Vincent, brother of tuner 
Richard Vincent, rode the bike out 
from Salt Lake. Removing the mir- 
rors and baffle, his first time ever 
down the course he immediately went 
147 mph, tached out just over 9000 
rpm. Putting in new plugs and chang- 
ing one tooth on the countershaft 
sprocket, he turned 150 mph, a little 
overgeared. The bike uses a Kerker 
road race pipe and 33mm smooth- 
bore Mikuni carbs. Going for the 
USFRA 130 MPH Club, as required, 
Vincent started only a mile before the 
quarter lights instead of back at the 
regular starting line, and turned 
exactly 147.299 on each of the manda- 
tory two runs. 

The salt was faster at this meet 
than at any in recent memory. Riders 
reported no wheelspin, that is, tach 
figures were equivalent to timed speed. 
Usually the salt is wetter and the tach 
indicates a higher speed, sometimes a 
lot higher. And with continuing 
depletion because of extraction of 
brine by the potash plant on the other 
side of the highway, the surface crust 
has in recent years been thin and 
rough over the underlying mud of 
the Flats. The details of Salt Flats 
hydrology remain a mystery; perhaps, 
with an exceptionally dry spring after 
the two-year lake evaporated, what 
salt remains was concentrated into a 
smaller area. Or perhaps salt was 
brought up from below by the longer 
period of flooding. 

Brian Dover got in the 130 MPH 
Club on an '83 900 Seca, a bike which 
actually measures 850cc. A tribute, 
perhaps, to Don McCarley's tuning

at Vesco’s dealership in Brigham 
City. As a non-current sale, the bike 
was barely broken in and just had 
its first service. Dover’s average time 
on the two 130 Clubruns was 132.943. 
Paul Hodgkin ran an '82 1000cc 
Katana and was timed at 134.133 in 
the quarter on his first run. But he 
was left on the line on his 130 Club 
try Sunday due to a car accident on 
the course which shortened the day. 
Bob Thompson, after tuning, got his 
Luftmeister-turboed BMW R100 to 
go 131.004 but then blew the engine. 

Californian Mark Dees, a member 
of the Southern California Timing 
Association’s prestigious Bonneville 
200 MPH Club (of the automotive 
contingent) rode a Yamaha RZ350N 
up to Utah, the '85 model with cata- 
lytic converters which is now legal in 
California. He arrived on the course 
early Sunday morning, and well be- 
fore noon had a USFRA Production 
350 class record of 113.499. Also, his 
top speed of 114.358 was comfortably 
faster than the Bonneville National 
P350 record of 110.997. Plus the fact 
that this was only a baseline. Don 
Vesco will perform a few old-racer 
tricks on the bike before Speed Week. 
Dees collected another sort of trophy 
on the way up, a speeding ticket. 

Kenny Lyon brought his unique,, 
massive, four-cylinder Harley, and 
hada uniquely bad trip. The bike has 
gone fast. This time he chased an 
electrical problem almost endlessly, 
then had an alcohol fire when a head 
gasket blew on a run. 

Missing was another colorful 
Harley-engined entrant at USFRA 
meets, the Jammer "liner ridden by 
Dave Campos. After checking it out 
at a moderate speed last fall, Campos 
was instructed to put the pedal down. 
The resulting damage was later found 
to be extensive destruction to the 
clutch, gears, chain, etc: Owner Mil 
Blair wants to re-engineer before 
returning to the salt. “I wanted more 
horsepower, and I got it," said Blair. 
"But nothing else would take it." 
Old drag racer Campos reported that 
before the damage the bike was accel- 
erating faster than anything he had 
ever ridden, including the double- 
engined Harley which he rode to 
231.597 in '74, to this day the fastest 
non-streamliner Bonneville bike ever. 

The Jammer's fastest time was 294 
mph in 1977, on fuel with S&S car- 
buretion. Now it has fuel injection, 
and also nitrous, which they didn't 
even get near last year. Running with 
a turbo, as they did for a while, will 
be postponed until a manifold which 
works better is devised. Next year 
Blair also intends to run one of the 
"liner's engines in a regular, faired 
motorcycle, with a goal of 220 mph 
against Warner Riley's 1972 record, 
on fuel, of 206 mph. 

Sofarasis known, the heavy, double- 
engined Jammer is the least sensitive 
to crosswinds of the motorcycle stream- 








liners to run at Bonneville in recent 
years. Its three spills were for other 
reasons and at lower speeds: a berm 
left by preparing the course, a pothole 
while under tow, and a skid failing to 
come down after a run. The current 
holder of the motorcycle land speed 
record of 318 mph, Don Vesco, pre- 
ferred not to run in crosswinds of 
over five to eight mph, but he some- 
times did. His fall attributed to cross- 
winds during a CBS Sports Spectacu- 
lar filming in 1975 was later found to 
be from a bent chassis from previous 
falls, however. Vesco went down 
maybe eight times in all with his 
"liner, for various reasons sometimes 
difficult to analyze. The shape, sus- 
pension, and weight and its distribu- 
tion of a 'liner are all important. Dif- 
ferent motorcycle streamliners may 
be more or less stable at different 
speeds. Their handling and aerody- 
namics are still not well understood. 

The motorcycle streamliner safety 
record is very good. In addition to 
Kinsey, Don Vesco, Boris Murray and 
Jon McKibben have all gone down at 
speeds of 260 to 280 mph and not 
been hurt. (In fact, Vesco fell over at 
least once going more than 300, with 
a flat tire.) The 'liner didn't catch 
fire, and while it did leave the ground 
part of the time, it didn't fly far. 

A car notable to motorcyclists was 
at the meet and went its fastest ever, 
the streamliner of Al Teague. Harley- 
Davidson paid for wind tunnel tests 
for Manning’s ‘liner after Rayborn’s 
record. Then when the Honda Hawk 
destroyed itself in '72, H-D lost inter- 
est. Manning, no stranger to prob- 
lems at the salt, then ran the ‘liner 
with Triumph and after that Norton 
engines, suffering everything from 
broken gear boxes to three weeks of 
rain to adverse politics (in England, 
regarding Norton). The bike was 
finally sold to Henk Vink in Holland. 

Teague found the body mold and 
used it for his car, saving himself 
much wind tunnel cost. This was the 
first time Teague's and Manning's 
related ‘liners had been in the same 
meet. Teague ran his car to 346 mph 
at the meet, its fastest as a ‘liner, hav- 
ing moved the front wheels within 
the body just before a rainy spell at 
the salt. Formerly he ran as a Lakester 
with all for wheels open. 

As well as being events in their own 
right, USFRA two- and three-day 
meets serve as training time for Bon- 
neville Speed Week, starting August 
18 this year. As is generally true of 
sanctioned motorcycling events, 
USFRA entry fees are no longer as 
cheap as they once were. But in 
number of runs possible, compared 
to crowded Speed Week, they're a 
bargain. 

If it doesn't rain too much from the 
thunderstorms frequent in Utah at 
this time of year, the flat, thick, 
smooth salt laid down during the two 
wet years will provide an exciting 
Speed Week. e

'Teammate Randy Morales finished 
second followed by Ashcraft and 
Crandall. Open Amateurs also raced 
with the Experts and Jeff Bouchillam 
(Hon) took the win. 

Worth mentioning in the Senior 
Novice/Beginner race at 8:00 a.m. 
was the win by Art Jensen (Suz) of 
JART Chart fame. Jensen's wife, 
when told of his overall victory rep- 
lied; "Yeah, right, hon, but who 
really won?" No respect. 





Notes on various races: Dan Ash- 
craft's dad Bob won the Sunday Senior 
race overall even though he is ranked 
an Amateur (but not for long). Ash- 
craft won in spite of losing his rear 
brake. Son Dan came back in the after- 
noon Expert/Amateur bash to take a 
win, beating out the thumper of Cran- 
dall. *On the first course Saturday 
contained technical (real tight) ter- 
rain" said Ashcrft. “The other three 
courses were wide open. I don't know 
why the clubs are doing that. It 
makes them dangerous. More atten- 
tion needs to be made to make the 
racing safer and tight terrain will 
accomplish it.” 

Team Yamaha's Ted Hunnicutt 
blew a shock in each Saturday race 
and decided to sit out the Sunday 
races. 

In Sunday's first Open Expert/ 
Amateur race, Derrick Paiement again 
looked like a sure winner but ran out 
of gas in sight of the finish line! He 
was still running the stock tank and 
the fuel capacity just wasn't quite 
enough!

Dutchman van Doorn 
wins on home soil

LICHTENVOORDE, HOLLAND, JULY 21 

The battle for the 250cc World Champion- 
ship crown has heated up in recent weeks, 
and. following the Dutch round only 13 
points separate leader Frenchman Jacky 


Vimond and Austrian Heinz 
Kinigadner at the top of the 
points table with just two 
rounds rémaining. 

Held in the soft sand at Lichten- 
voorde, it was not unexpected that a 
sand specialist would win, but by 
blasting two decisive moto wins, 
Dutchman Gert-Jan van Doorn pulled 
dramatically closer to the series point 
leaders and is now only 15 points in 
arrears of defending World Champion 
Kinigadner and 28 behind Vimond. 
Van Doorn was aboard the Venko 
Honda. 

In the first moto, Swede Anders 
Eriksson rode his Yamaha strongly 
to cop second place ahead of another 
Dutchman, Henk van Mierlo. Sonauto 
Yamaha's Vimond held fourth for 
most of the race, but a slow starting 
Kinigadner, on a KTM, staged his 
now customary strong charge in the 
closing stages. He passed the French- 
man with two laps remaining and 
immediately pulled out a four-second 
advantage which Vimond couldn't 
close. Van Doorn won over Eriksson, 
van Mierlo, Kinigadner and Vimond. 

Behind the very much on-form van 
Doorn, Eriksson again made a strong 





start in the second moto, but was 
forced to pull out after a quarter of an 
hour as he started to pass out. 

After being brought down in moto 
one and only being able to recover 
llth spot at the flag, Swede Jorgen 
Nilsson was in a determined mood 
the second time out and forced 
through into second behind winner 
van Doorn to claim 17 more very use- 
ful championship points. 

Van Mierlo again finished in third 
spot, with Kinigadner moving 
through from an eighth place start to 
secure fourth at the flag. 

Vimond had more than his share of 
problems this time out. He fell in the 
third turn and had to restart from 
well back in the pack. Back up to 
ninth place with a strong, forceful 
ride, Vimond again crashed. Restart- 
ing 15th, he could only work back up 
to 10th before the flag called a halt to 
the proceedings. 

Still having trouble with a shoulder 
injury he picked up in a Canadian 
race prior to the United States 250cc 
GP at Unadilla, West German Arno 
Drechsel had a relatively poor day 
with 14th and llth place finishes, 
losing his third spot in the title chase 
to van Doorn as a result. 











Italian Michele Rinaldi also put in 
a poor showing, finishing just ahead 
of Drechsel in moto one and just 
behind him the second time out to 
equal the KTM man's seven-point 
tally for the day. The former 125cc 
World Champion is now in danger of 
losing his fifth place in the standings 
to Nilsson, who has come back on 
form in the past couple of events. 

It all adds up to what should be an 
exciting climax to the series in Rus- 
sia and West Germany. €

HYVINKAA, FINLAND, JULY 19 
Holland’s 17-year-old whiz kid, 
Davey Strijbos, stretched out 
his lead in the World Cham- 
pionship point standings by 


winning both motos on the quarry 
track at Hyvinkaa. 

The Honda rider extended his title 
lead by a further 10 points over Finn 
Pekka Vehkonen, who went 2-4 on 
the day. 

The pair were involved in close 
tussles in both motos and the Benelux 
youngster, Strijbos, won the opening 
moto despite a fall at half-distance. 
Vehkonen took second. 

The second time out it was Veh- 
konen who had a trip to the earth, 
and Dutchmen John Van der Berk 
and Kees Van der Ven nipped by 
before he got his rhythm back again: 
Strijbos won over Van der Berk, Van 
der Ven and Vehkonen. 

Suffering from a virus infection 
which has severely affected his form, 
Italian Corrado Madii, third in the 
title chase, could only manage two 
fifth placings.

Sweetland blitzes 
Cinder Mountain

Garth Sweetland benefited from early leader 
Mark Hildebrand's gas stop and went on to 
win the overall and Open Expert class at the 
fourth annual Arizona Desert Racing Associ-

ation's Cinder Mountain 100 
in Flagstaff today. Sweetland 
completed the race in three 
hours, 26-minutes and 39- 
seconds for an average speed of 40.65 
mph. 

For the past four years the ADRA 
has held July events on what is one of 
the most unique racing surfaces on 
earth — volcanic cinders. 

Situated to the northwest of the 
San Francisco Peaks and Flagstaff, 
Arizona, the famous “Black Cinder 
Hills" are fairly young, formed back 
around 1066 AD, the time of the 
Norman Invasion. 

The cinders, which are small, round 
pebbles, are very lightweight, and 
riding over them is something like 
riding over styrofoam packing pellets. 
They vary in size, from BBs in the 
valleys and flats to golf balls and 
oranges on the hilltops. And they 
soak up water. Even though it rained 
before and during race day, track 
conditions were still very dusty. 

The course was 35 miles in length, 
consisting of three loops in and out 
of the pits, situated at Cinder Lake, 
which is not your usual mountain 
lake — it’s all cinders! The route 
headed out over the lake and up into 
the hills where a half-mile climb 
straight up stopped a lot of racers. At 
the 7600-foot elevation summit, a 
double downhill loomed ahead. Bar- 
ren of trees, the route led down, back, 
up and over a ridge, then down a very 
steep second hill; losing nearly 600 
feet in a third of a mile. 

The cinders were so loose and so 
steep that brakes were only effective 
as a directional aid. At the bottom a 
10-foot wide chute into the trees 
marked the trail. 

At most ADRA races, the bikes race 
in the morning with the ATV divi- 
sion racing in the afternoon. But at 
Cinder Mountain the ATVs got the 





a course that was pretty chewed up 
with square-edged holes and mile 
after mile of whoop-de-doos. 

Five bikes started every 30 seconds 
beginning at 1:00 p.m. and with 274 
entries nearly 30 minutes went by 
before the last bike left the line. 

In the Expert division, which ran 
four laps for 140 miles, the Open 
machines dominated, garnering nine 
of the top 10 spots. Sweetland (Hus) 
pulled the holeshot, but ADRA Num- 
ber One plateholder Hildebrand (Hus) 
outran him on the first loop. Hilde- 
brand was running a small gas tank 
and had to pit, letting Sweetland get 
out of the dust and take the win. He 
commented after the race, “I fell once 
on thelast lap, just got real tired . . .I 
was worried about Pat Prosser catch- 
ing me, especially after I fell. The 
cinders are a killer, real tough on a 
bike, worse than sand — there's peo- 
ple getting stuck all over the place 
out there. It's unbelievable . . . I had 
a few close ones in traffic but not bad 
though. I'm real tired." 

Sweetland's Desert Husqvarna/U p- 
tite Husky/Sweetland Concrete 
XC500 never missed a beat this time, 
though Sweetland has had an on-off 
season. Finishing second overall and 
Open Expert, Pat Prosser (KTM) said 
he thought he saw Sweetland's dust a 
couple of times. But a slow last lap 
brought him in six minutes behind. 
Prosser said he loved the cinders, 
"except for the holes. They should 
run the bikes before the three-wheel- 
ers! There's no need to put us through 
all those holes." 

Team Husky's Scot Harden was 
next in. Harden had to cope with a 
lot of dust and the new surface on his 
first lap, ran strong his second and 
then got caught up in traffic finish- 
ing eight minutes behind the winner. 

Duane Summers (Cag) piloted the 
only small-displacement bike to crack 
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Scot Harden dropped to third after 
the first lap. 


thetop 10, finishing fourth overall to 
earn the 200cc Expert honors. Jimmy 
Means (Hon), fifth overall and fourth 
Open Expert, was never far off the 
pace until the last lap when he tired 
and slowed. Riding the only M-Star 
GM500 entered, Paul Bennett fin- 
ished sixth overall, fifth Open Expert. 
He was surprised how well the bike 
performed its first time out, but found 
he was undergeared and undersprung. 
Bennett ran strong his first two laps, 
then slowed on the third lap when he 
heard a strange sound. But the M- 
Star kept on pulling and Bennett 
hung on to the finish, 21 minutes 
behind Sweetland. 

Chappy Blose (ATK), seventh over- 
all, sixth Open Experts, was next. 
Dust and traffic were his main trou- 
bles. Hildebrand ended up eighth 
overall, seventh Open Expert, after 
brake troubles and a run-in with 
Open Begiriner Bill Watkins. 

Hildebrand lost his front brake on 
the first lap and pitted for repairs, 
then lost it again on the second cir- 
cuit. He finally got it working and 
was halfway through the third lap 
when Watkins changed his line as 
Hildebrand passed. Both went down 
hard, but the cinders offered a cushion 
of sorts. Hildebrand took it easy the 
rest of the race, finishing 24 minutes 
off the mark. 

Ninth overall and eighth Open 
Expert went to Phil Means (Hon). He 
was only four minutes back at the end 
of two laps but the course took its toll 
and Means slowed. “Fly'n” Ryan 
Armitage (KTM) rounded out thetop 
10, bringing his big four-stroke in 
just one second behind Means. 

The best performance by a 250cc 
Expert was that of Chris Chambers 
(Hon) at 12th overall, followed by 
Jamie Sims (Hus). Sims had a good 
start but got a flat and lost his spark 
arrestor near the end of the first lap. 
The bearings in his spare wheel went 
south on his second, forcing him to 
pit again and putting him back in 
traffic. 

Ed Zukowski (Suz) in his first 
Expert division race, finished third 
250cc Expert and 16th overall. Mike 
Medwin (Kaw) set hot lap of the day 
with a 47:57 on his third trip, but a 
slow last lap put him in second 200cc 
Expert, (11th overall) behind Sum- 
mers. Third 200cc Expert was Wes 
Parker (Yam) who also had a long 
last lap. 

The Amateurs, Senior Experts and 
Veterans as well as the Novices went 
for three trips around the course. The 
250cc Amateur winner Scott 
Kindler was fastest, followed by Jerry 
Johnston (Hon) who racked up an- 





other Senior Expert win. David Fin- 
ney (Hon) was third for the Open 
Amateur trophy and Tim Leehe 
(KTM) was less than a minute back 
for second 250cc Amateur. Behind 
Leehe came Rob Johnson, (Hon), 
second Open Amateur, and Mike 
Ilardo (KTM), third 250cc Amateur. 

The next three finishers were Senior

Gaylon Hathaway (Hon) and John 
Casebeer (Hon) hada battle going on 
back in the Novice ranks, with Hath- 
away taking the Open Novices by a 
19 second margin. 

The Senior Sportsmen, Beginners 
and the Over The Hill Gang raced 
for two laps. 

"Old Timer" Bryon Farnsworth 
(Kaw) showed how it was done, by 
finishing ahead of Open Beginner 
winner Al Davis (Hon) and second 
Open Beginner Steve Parker (Yam). 
Steve Davis (Hon) was next for the 
250cc Beginner win and Bill Watkins 
(KTM)recovered from his tangle with 
Hildebrand to finish behind Davis 
for third Open Beginner. 

Ladies have a two-lap class of their 
own, although many run in theregu- 
lar classes. Angie Klaja (Hon) took 
the Ladies Bike win with a four min- 
ute margin.

History: 


Tbe Ipterpatiopal 
Circuit des Pyrepees 


Part1 


By Neale Shilton 


Theold French town of Pau, situated beneath 
the Pyrenees mountains which separate 
France from Spain, is in the history books as 
the birthplace of King Henri IV. The castle in 


which he was born dominates 
the busy streets and the tree- 
lined square called the Place 
Royale, which for 33 years was 
the focal point each year of a unique 
motorcycling event called the Inter- 
national Circuit des Pyrenees. No 
similar event existed in the world 
since the demise of the Catalina Grand 
Prix, and it survived through 1984 
only by the efforts of the Club Moto- 
cycliste Paloise and its president, 
Roland Roussel. 

Officially, it had the title of the 
Pyrenees Rallye, or there would have 
been problems in getting an interna- 
tional license. But in fact, riders are 
racing for 320 miles against the clock 
on open roads except for those sec- 
tions which were closed to any other 
traffic. Much of the circuit was in the 
mountains of the Atlantic Pyrenees 
to the west and the High Pyrenees to 
the east, often climbing up 
forest racks which would give prob- 
lems to a tractor. It was rare for more 
than half the starters to finish and 
equally rare for all of them not to go 
back and ride again the following 

year. 

As I did 11 times. 





During my million miles of motor- 
cycling, I have enjoyed competing in 
road races and on flat tracks, but I had 
put away my leathers before I heard 
about the Pau event. Roland Roussel 
was in London as a guest of an old 
friend of mine, Scotland Yard police 
officer Alec Smith, who had cap- 
tained his police team at Pau the pre- 
vious year. I had just introduced the 
45 cubic inch police machine which I 
had designed for Norton and Alec, 
though I would be interested in dem- 
onstrating its performance in the 
Pyrenees. He was also interested in 
one for himself to ride there, so he 
brought Roland along to see me at 
the Norton assembly plant. Both of 
Alec’s interests were to be satisfied, 
though the 45 cubic inch Commando 
which I loaned him was wrecked 30 
miles after the start liné when hitting 
an ambulance which was on its way 
to collect a dying French rider. 

I needed no persuasion to take my 
Norton Interpol to the Pyrenees when 
I learned that in addition to the Scot- 
land Yard team, top class riders com- 
peted from the French Gendarmerie, 
an elite squadron from the famous 
Garde Republicaine of Paris, and 
teams from the police of Spain and 








Belgium. Plus 50 or so keen French 
riders intent on taking away the pre- 
mier trophy from the Gendarmerie 
and Garde Republicaine who between 
them had won it each year. 

In September 1970, two months 


.after my meeting with Alec and 


Roland, I began the 600-mile journey 
to Pau by way of Le Hare, Le Mans, 
Tours and Bordeaux. Roland told me 
to call at his villa on arrival, whatever 
the time, but as it was after midnight, 
I went'straight to the hotel. I learned 
the next morning that it was at that 
time that he phoned the police at 
Bordeaux and all patrol cars had 
been alerted to search for a GB-plated 
Norton on the 220 miles of road 
north and south of the city. 

'The next morning, Sunday, I re- 
newed my acquaintance with Roland 
and began a warm friendship which 
has continued ever since. The sort of 
relationship which I have often found 
is unique amongst motorcyclists. An 
ex-racer on Nortons, he has been 
honored by the French government 
for his services to the sport, notably 
for creating and organizing the Inter- 
national Circuit des Pyrenees. Around 
the walls of his machine-tool- 
equipped workshop (which can pro- 
duce anything from a connecting rod 
for an Indian Scout to a crankshaft 
for a T-model Ford), are fading pos- 
ters of Birmingham Nortons, Wol- 
verhampton’ AJS and the Roussel 
spark plugs which Roland and his 
father used to make. Next to the 
workshop is a large room, the long- 
ago ballroom of the villa but for 33 
years the rendezvous for riders who 
have travelled far to enjoy the camar- 
aderie which has attracted them to 
this event. Its history is told by many 
pictures of the past years and by the 
fine collection of presentations from 
police forces, military teams and club 
riders. 

The weather was kind for my intro- 
duction to the first 50 miles of the 
circuit as Roland led the way on his 
Norton Atlas through the streets of 
Pau and along the Formula-2 car 
Grand Prix circuit. After the small 











town of Nay, the road narrows and 
suddenly begins to climb to the vil- 
lage of Ferriers, which is the first 
timecheck point on race day. The exit 


_ from Ferriers is a steep, bottom-gear 


hairpin, the scene of many broken 
footrests, and the ever-climbing road 
sees the end of the tree line after the 
torturous twists out of the hamlet of 
Arbeost. 


From there the gravel-strewn road 
writhes like a snake along the edge of 
the mountain with a multitude of 
blind corners and a sheer drop into 
the valley for the late braker. Spring 
comes late to this high country and 
not until after June is the winter- 
damaged road repaired and fallen 
rocks removed. More than once at the 
beginning of the practice week we 
have had to wait whilst the snow- 
plow cleared the pass between the 
Soulor and Aubisque mountains. 


I had to try hard to stay with 
Roland to thetop of Soulor and as we 
killed the two Norton motors, I asked 
him if I would need to ride as quickly 
on Sunday. We had only been tour- 
ing, he replied, on Sunday it will be 
necessary to go much faster. 

How right he was. Very many 
times since then in practice and on 
the race days, I have tried to achieve 
thescheduled time from Ferriers across 
the Soulor and Aubisque mountains 
down to the second check control in 
the ski village of Gourette, but I never 
quite made it and have the scars to 
prove that it is unwise to try too hard. 
One minute late at a check loses 60. 
marks, and there is no way any rider 
can be on time at Gourette on the: 
frequent occasions when morning 
fog clouds close down on the moun- 
tain roads with a wet grey blanket 
from the 2000 feet at Arbeost to higher 
than the 5000 feet of the Aubisque. 

Back in Pau at the villa, Roussel 
and the English police had arrived - 
with eight Triumphs and one BSA . 
parked in the driveway. The most 
senior officer was an old friend of 
mine, Joe Davies, who was chief of 
the Birmingham area traffic division 
and, but for myself, the most elderly 
competitor. Over cognac coffee in the 
rendezvous room, he said with a 


' smile, “We must not try to beat these 


young fellows, Neale. You and I are 
only here to enjoy the ride.” I 
was to give Joe a lift to the next check- 
point when he crashed his Triumph 
a few miles beyond the Aubisque. 
The next four days proved not 
enough to learn the circuit well 
enough to memorize the many points 
at which a wrong track would lose 
time getting back to the right one, 
but it took less than a day to realize 
that despite my many years of riding, 
I was a novice for this type of event. 
My ideas of a gentle rally ride around 
the mountains had been shattered by 
Roland at the top of the Col Soulor. 
'To add to the fast speed schedule and 
the countless hazards of mountain 
tracks, the organizers impose three 
tests of courage with timed climbs in 
which the fastest rider sets the stan- 
dard time and all others are penalized 
one mark for each second slower. As 
an aperitif, there is a climb of the 
notorious Badgers Wood, a steep three 
miles of torturous twists demanding 
a reckless disregard of the high banks 
to have any chance of achieving the 
time target which the organizers cal- 
culate is just possible. To check out 
their calculation is a harzardous exer- 
cise which risks meeting and annoy- 
inga French farmer driving down the 
opposite way. However, I discovered 
that the French police teams solved 
this problem simply by closing. the 
road as is done on race day. They 
permitted my English police friends 
and myself to join them for a couple 
of hours which were quite enough 
for me to become convinced that I 











disagreed with the time set by the 
organizers. 

From Badgers Wood the circuit of 
1970 and for several years later fol- 
lowed the lower slopes of the Pyre- 
nees into the Basque region of France 
and to the Spanish border viaa timed 
climb. 

After Lizariett, the downhill into 
Spain led to faster roads and the 
halfway checkpoint in the Spanish 
port of San Sebastien. The exit from 
Spain was up the timed climb of the 
Col Jaizquiebel, a succession of fast 
bends with sheer drops with no fenc- 
ing, plus the hazard of meeting a 
Spanish driver who had refused to 
obey the stop signal of the police con- 
trol at the top. Jaizquibel was closed 
to traffic for the 80 minutes between 
the first and last men up the hill and 
this was very unpopular with the 
natives. Atthe top of Jaizquibel was a 
picnic area with its fine view across 
the Bay of Biscay, and this was a favor- 
ite Sunday place for many Spanish 
families. The long line of cars wait- 
ing at the foot of the hill stretched 
back for a mile, demonstrating their 
impatience with blaring horns. We 
saw the end of Jaizquibel, Lizarietta 
and the entire Spanish part of the 
Circuit in 1974. Not only had there 
been growing opposition to road clo- 
sures, but crashes in Spain had caused 
awkward problems for the riders in- 
volved. Machines were impounded 
until payment had been made for 
medical attention, and if another 
vehicle was involved, there were legal 
complications. 

On the Friday evening before the 
Sunday race day, there was the tradi- 
tional hospitality in the ground of 
the Roussel villa for all riders, offi- 
cials, civic dignitaries and the press. 
It was mandatory for police competi- 
tors to wear uniform, and the colorful 
light brown of the French made the 
dark blue of the English look dull. 
The evening sun shone down benefi- 
cently on the scene as the waitresses 
tried unsuccessfully to reach the tables 
with glasses of champagne before the 
clutching hands of the cops had re- 
moved the last one. The talk was of 
gravel on the Soulor climb, of the 
rock fall between the tunnels of Sou- 
lor and Aubisque and of the road 
repair rope after the third right hair- 
pin on Jaizquibel. 

Saturday, 2:00 p.m., 100 machines 
began to arrive at the Place Royale in 
the center of the town for examina- 
tion by the scrutineers, the blue Nor- 
tons of the Garde Republicaine, the 
black BMWs of the Gendarmerie, the 
white Triumphs from England, all 
in line-ahead formation and intro- 
duced to the crowd by the public 
address commentator. My Interpol 
received a special mention and as I 
walked to the briefing trailer the 
commentator asked me what I thought 
about the circuit and offered me the 
microphone. “Tre’s bloody dange- 
rouse!” I answered, not knowing the 
French for bloody, and he was amused. 
The formalities over, the parade of 
riders began through the traffic closed 
streets of the town, the crowds ap- 
plauded as the French always do, and 
after returning to the Place Royale 
there was the civic reception in the 
town hall. The mayor gave a speech 
of welcome, the English teams pre- 
sented him with police plaques and 
many bottles of the local wine were 
soon empty. Outside in the setting 
sun we looked across the Promenade 
des Anglais and saw the peaks of the 
Pyrenees reaching clearly into the 
sky, a good weather omen for the 
morning. 

The first rider left the start line at 
5:30 a.m. followed at one-minute 
intervals by the rest of the entry; the 
Interpol wearing number 81 acceler- 
ated down the Avenue des Touristes 
at 6:52. I decided that if I was passed

by more than five of the French 
police riders behind me by the time I 
reached the control at Lohitzun, three 
hours out, I would retire at the little 
restaurant there where I had stopped 
for coffee cognac during practice. A 
much better idea than suffering the 
indignity of being passed by the last 
number before the halfway control at 
San Sebastien. 

Sunday morning dawned brightly, 
an ideal day for motorcycling, but for 
aspeed schedule which precluded the 
carefree pleasures of a normal ride. I 
checked in at the Ferriers control 
with two minutes to spare, but on the 
second hairpin of the mountain climb 
beyond Arbeost, I struck real trouble 
and came close to going back to the 
village the quick way. It was no place 
to have a throttle stick open at 2000 
rpm, especially with no kill button to 
jab. With no help from the motor for 
the brakes, I made the second check- 
point at Gourette rather more quickly 
than I had done in practice but I wor- 
ried about the brakes lasting until the 
probable retirement at Lohitzun. They 
cooled off on the long road down to 
the valley, but sure were heated up on 
the Bagers Wood climb. Half an 
hour ahead was checkpoint three in 


the village of Barcus, and Lohitzun : 


was a scheduled 27 minutes further. 
The weather was warm in the val- 
ley, the children waved from the 
garden walls in the hamlets. I had 
been passed by only one rider and but 
for the sticking throttle I would have 
enjoyed the 250 miles which lay ahead 
to the finishing flag. However, I did 
now have genuine reason to retire. 
Gendarmerie BMW, wearing num- 
ber 84, came alongside as I stopped at 
the Barcus control, declutched and 
switched off the motor. This was also 
the refueling point for British riders 
and I legged the Norton a few yards to 
the line of eight-gallon petrol cans. 
The guy in charge was the reason 
why I changed my mind about giving 
up at Lohitzun. He had been a BSA 
factory roadman for all the years I 
had worked for Triumph and our 
relationship could not be described 
as cordial. He had heard the fast- 
revving motor as I switched off and 
suggested that refueling would be a 
waste of petrol. I imagined the story 
he would tell back in England about 





the new Interpol which lasted only 90 
miles of the course. The tank was 
filled and Irode away with the crunch 
of a first gear being engaged at 2000 
rpm. One minute late at Lohitzun, 
on time at the Espelette control close 
to the Spanish border, a hectic climb 
of Lizarrieta and on time at the half- 
way turning point in San Sebastien, 
where I spent the half-hour rest break 
locating the throttle cable trouble but 
not curing it. 

After Jaizquiebel, which is so fast 
that the motor was never below 5500, 
the mountains were left behind and 
the return half of the course was not 
too difficult. Six control points before 
the derricks of the ELF oil complex 
loomed up ahead by the last check at 
Lacq, then a half-hour ride to the 
finish flag at Pau. 

Looking at my September 1970 
Feuille de Route, I see that I finished 
at the scheduled time of 16:34 after 
nine hours. The French Gendarmes 
took the top awards and I was more 
than halfway down the results list; 
but at the prize presentation in the 
evening I was given the Veteran 
Trophy. I would gladly have shed my 
years and settled for the novice award. 
By the end of the evening I had 
changed my mind about not entering 
again. The special kind of camara- 
derie which this event created between 
the riders, the warm reunions each 
year, the personal pride at competing 
in an international event and the 
magnetism of the mountains all com- 
bined to make the annual journey to 
Pau an irresistible pilgrimage. 

In 1971 the route of the course was 
unchanged and so continued to favor 
the 30- and 45-cubic inch machines 
on the many fast roads beyond the 
mountains. It also meant that the 
English competitors could ride to 
Pau and back and countless French 
drivers speeding along the routes na- 
tionale were shaken when passed by 
the Scotland Yard team of Triumphs 
in perfect echelon formation. That 
year three riders went from the Lon- 
don City police for the first time and 
three returned from Birmingham for 
a second visit. The Gendarmes again 
took the top honors with their mix- 
ture of BMWs and Nortons but their 
English colleagues were improving 
and my Birmingham friend Dennis 





Harper finished fourth on a 45-cubic- 
inch Triumph Trident. 

The date of the event was brought 
forward to the third week of June in 
1972 as this was too early for the tour- 
ist coaches and cars which had caused 
problems in September. The disad- 
vantage was that the mountain roads 
were in a very dangerous condition 
after winter damage with rocks and 
washaways ‘round every corner. On 
the first day of practice, the pass over 
the Aubisque was still blocked by 
snow and I waited with the English 
police whilst a plow got through 
from Gourette where the skiers. were 
still enjoying themselves on the slopes. 
We spent two hours on the Badgers 
Wood climb trying to equal the fast- 
est time set up by three French police 
Nortons the previous year and Len 
Farmer, the top Scotland Yard rider, 
got within four seconds of it. Len was 
brilliant and we could not understand 
how anyone could be quicker, so 
some detective work was done when 
the Gendarme teams practiced the 
hill two days later after closing it to 
and bottom with police cars. We 
found the answer to those missing 
seconds when they had gone. Paint 
markings had appeared on the road, 
a series of crosses showed the fastest 
line around each of the many corners, 
a red line indicated the extreme brak- 
ing point, the letter A was the all 
clear to accelerate, and above it was 
thefigure giving the number of meters 
to the next corner. We had noticed 
the markings the previous year but 
assumed they were connected with 
one of the many French bicycle races. 
They were helpful, but the Gendarmes 
again filled top places in the results 
sheet though even they lost time on 
the winter ravaged sections. The top 
award winner, Pierre Genelleti of the 
Police Nationale, riding a 30-cubic- 
inch Honda four, was 94 seconds 
adrift, so lost that number of marks. 
The best English cop was Dennis 
Harper on a Triumph Trident who 
lost 304 to finish 10th. The last man 
home was a French club rider who 
lost 4451, and nearly half the 94, start- 
ers did not make it to the finish. By 
some complex formula, I was awarded 
the Bultaco trophy. .

Grand Prix tour de force

Jacky Vimond, the current point leader in 
the World Championship 250cc MX Series, 
had a dream when he was a young boy grow- 
ing upon the shores of Normandy in France, 


a dream he kept alive while he 
became more and more profi- 
cient at handling his first dirt 
bike. “I wanted so much to be 
the French National Champion when 
I was a small boy," recalled Vimond 
when we talked with him in his ren- 
tal van at the Unadilla 250cc United 
States Grand Prix. "I would think 
about it all the time while I was play 
riding." When Vimond was just 16, 
his dream came true; he was crowned 
„French National Champion — a feat 
he has duplicated every year since. 
“When I first became French 
Champion," said Vimond, who has 


- just celebrated his 24th birthday, “I 


thought of riding the World Cham- 
pionship, and began to dream of one 
day being the World Champion. Now, 
it is no longer a dream; it is nearly 
reality.” 

For the man who cut his teeth in 
the sport of motocross by racing in 
the Schoolboy divisions of Great Brit- 
ain, and went on to finish runner-up 
to Austrian Heinz Kinigadner in the 
1984 250cc World Championship, 
1985 has been an extremely good 
year. Vimond served notice in the 
very first 250cc GP of '85 that he 
would be a powerful force once again; 
his 1-2 win in South Africa earned 
him the initial series point lead, and 
with just two rounds left in the 12- 








race series, he still has a steady grip 
on it. 

Vimond, who stands five feet, nine 
inches tall, weighs 165 pounds and 
has brown hair and brown eyes, lives 
with his girlfriend of three years, 
Bridgette Duchateau, just outside of 
Paris in the town of Cergy Pontoise. 
Vimond could be considered a ‘‘fac- 
tory rider" of sorts since he is con- 
tracted to and is salaried by the French 
Yamaha importer, Sonauto Yamaha. 
But he is far from the stereotype of the 
American factory rider; there are no 
expensive sports cars or sprawling 
chateaus in the Vimond domain. 

“Like (Broc) Glover or (Bob) Han- 
nah, I ama full-time racer and do not 
have time for any extra jobs. I live 
justa few miles from Sonauto, which 
makes it very easy for me to get there 
for testing and practice. Part of my 
one-year contract with them includes 
the use of an automobile (a Mitsubi- 
shi compact), and that is the only car 
I own." 

When asked about the house he 
lives in, Vimond replied, “Bridgette 
and I live in a small apartment — so 
small it is only one room.” 

Vimond gets very little support 
from Yamaha Motor Co. in Japan, a 
fact which distresses him. “I get al- 
most no help from Japan — no works 
parts or bonuses. The only part I got 
all season was an exhaust pipe. And 
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after last year, when I finished second 
in the world, all I got from them was 
a telegram of congratulation.. 
Sonauto, however, has been good to 
me; in addition to my salary, there are 
bonuses for winning." 

Vimond spent all of the 1984 GP 
season chasing Kinigadner. The two 
sput moto wins in the first race of 
the season, but from that point on 
Kinigadner's consistency was some- 
thing Vimond couldn't match. “The 
first race of the year is always difficult 
because you don't know who the fas- 
test riders will be, so you are not sure 
how fast to go. I did well there, but 
after that I had physical problems 
and trouble with my mechanic and 
could never put together two good 
moto finishes. 

"It was not until after the trip to 
America for the Unadilla race (where 
he edged out Kinigadner for eighth 
overall) that I felt, somehow, stronger. 
I went back to Europe and won four 
motos through the last four races. 
But I did not go fast enough to be 
World Champion.” 

The title fell to KTM's Kinigadner 
over Vimond, 247 points to 217. 

Before the start of the '85 GP sea- 














son, Vimond made a trip to Califor- 
nia to compete in the CMC Golden 
State MX Series. “I stayed with Danny 
LaPorte while I was in America. We 
became friends when he was compet- 
ingin the250cc GPs for Yamaha, and 
are still very good friends. Danny and 
I trained hard together, and I felt 
stronger than ever when I left. 

"I hada very good time and enjoyed 
California very. much, but I did not 
like the way the American riders 
ignored me." Vimond rode only a 
few rounds of the series (in the 250cc 
Pro class), and his best moto finish 
was a fifth. 

Things, however, went much bet- 
ter for the Frenchman at the first GP. 
“I always go very good in the mud, 
and the track in South Africa was 
very muddy in some spots. I won, but 
I was not sure how I would do on the 
hard-packed tracks which would come 
later." 

The next race in Switzerland was 
also much to his liking: the rains 
came and Vimond was again in his 
element. The final result was another 
win, this time in 2-1 fashion. 

A week later in Austria, Vimond 
had his share of problems. While he 
finished third in moto one behind 
Dutchman Gert-Jan van Doorn and 
1984 125cc World Champion Michele 
Rinaldi of Italy, moto two was a 
disaster. "I had a big crash. I hit a 
fence and my head took the worst of 
it. I collapsed then managed to start 
again, but couldn't go on." Van 
Doorn posted another win in the 
final moto. 








Vimond prefers natural terrain. 
courses, and the track at the Italian 
GP was not his cup of tea. “It was 
very much like a supercross track. It 
was very tight — there was only one 
line in most places — and it had 
many jumps. I crashed three times in 
the first moto. I had the lead, then 
crashed after three laps. I couldn't get 
back to my bike because the other 
riders were coming. I got back up in 
28th and tried to come back, but I 
crashed again. Five minutes from the 
end I went down again and stopped, 
then just laid on the side of the 
track." Swede Anders Eriksson won 
both motos. 

“The next race in Belgium was 
also very bad for me. I had a good 
start in the first moto, but didn't have 
a good feeling and rode very bad. I 
went so slow, and if I tried to go fast, I 
crashed. But I managed to finish 
fourth. 

"In the second moto it was raining 
terribly hard. I got a good start again 
and was running second, but crashed 
on the first lap. I carried on, and 
passed many riders. Two laps from 
the finish I was in eighth, and there 
was a very steep uphill. I saw van 
Doorn, Rinaldi and many other rid- 
ers stuck, but (Arno) Drechsel and 
Kinigadner had already made it up. 
The rider ahead of me made it, and I 
saw my chance to go up. I tried many 
times, but I couldn't get up. I ended 
up with a broken clutch, and did not 
make the finish.” 

West German Drechsel was the top 
point scorer of the day with a 1-2 





tally, but Vimond still held onto his 
series point lead. 

"Before the race in Czechoslova- 
kia, I changed my training program. 
I rode a little less, but worked on my 
conditioning by doing more exer- 
cises and weight lifting. I also had my 
mechanic, Jean Pierre, change the 
rear shock in my bike. I was no longer 
confident in the suspension, and 
changing the shock made it much 
better. I had it set up when I was in 
California, and the tracks there are 
much harder than the ones in Europe. 
But I made the mistake of not chang- 
ing it when I went back to France. 

"I had a good feeling in my head 
and won the first moto (over Kin- 
igadner) In the second moto, the 
track was very slippery due to rain, 
and I was following (leader) Kin- 
igadner. I thought, well, I will finish 
second and that will be OK. So I 
did.” 

As he headed back home for the 
rain-plagued French GP, Vimond 
had a 17-point lead over Kinigadner 
in the standings. "France was very 
good for me and not so good for the 
other riders going for the champion- 
ship. I won the first moto by over two 





minutes (over Drechsel). In the second, 
I won by a minute and five seconds 
(over Kinigadner). 

“Everybody was behind me there, 
and I felt so very strong. It was the 
first time a French rider had won a 
GP in his home country.” 

Kinigadner, who had gone DNF-2 
in France, moved a few points closer 
to Vimond by going 1-2 on the day in 
the Spain, but the difference was still 
35 points. “I was going more for just 
a good placing and not the win, and I 
finished second behind Kinigadner 
in the first moto and got a third in the 
final moto. The outcome was not so 
bad.” 

Vimond's circle of support at the 
next race, Unadilla, was quite small. 
His racing effort consisted of a small 
passenger van and two bikes, while 
Bridgette and Jean Pierre formed his 
skeleton support crew. Vimond 
insisted on parking as far away as 
possible from the Yamaha factory 
team’s trucks in the pits. The expan- 
sive Yamaha effort provided support 
for American riders Rick Johnson 
and Keith Bowen, as well as Swede 
Anders Ericksson, but Vimond said 
he “preferred to be off by himself." 
Yamaha team manager Larry Griffis 
did offer to help Vimond out with 
anything he needed, but Vimond 
didn't avail himself of the services. 

The race didn't go as well as 
Vimond would have liked; Kinigadner 
was the top European finisher with a 
6-6 day, while Vimond could only 
muster a ninth in the first moto and a 
DNF in the second. Ironically, Vi- 
mond crashed together with the man 
he had “always considered as a hero,” 
Honda's Bob Hannah, in the first lap 
of the second moto. “I tried to come 
back after the crash with Hannah and 
I got up to 15th. But I started making 
more mistakes — my head was notin 
the right place — and I stopped." 

Kinigadner’s performance at Una- 
dilla moved him closer yet to point 
leader Vimond, but Vimond is far 
from ready to yield to the Austrian. “I 
have two riders behind me — Kin- 
igadner and Drechsel — and it is 
closer than I like. I don't want to be 
the hero at each race, I just want the 
title in the end — even if it is just by 
one point. I will keep trying very, 
very hard.” 

Vimond admits his periods of free 
time are few and far between, but he 
does find time for brief stints of 
recreation. You might catch him lis- 
tening to some jazz, or taking in a 
movie starring his favorite actor, Syl- 
vester Stallone. 

“TL also like to go off by myself and 
go fishing, which I find very relax- 
ing. I will ride my Bianchi bicycle, 
for training as well as recreation, and 
in winter I will ski.' 

Vimond must also spend at least a 
portion of his free time shopping for 
items colored his favorite hue: pink. 
In addition to his predominantly 
pink riding outfit (which comes from 
JT Racing), Vimond wears pink 
socks, pink T-shirts and wraps him- 
self in pink bath towels. He's easy to 
spot, on or off the track. 

But as the season winds down, 
Vimond contends the spare moments 
will become even more rare. And 
when its all over, he's hoping to be 

rowned World Champion. “If I make 
it, the first thing I will do is go back 
to my home and kiss my mother and 
my father, because if it was not for 
them I would not be here. I will be a 
big hero in France; I was the first 
from my country to finish second in 
the World Championship, I was the 
first from my country to win the 
French GP, and I would be the first 
orld Champion of motocross from 
France. First, first, first — they will 
emember the name Vimond in France 
for a long time.” e

Brittania rules 
again

FOUNTAIN VALLEY, CA, JULY 28 

For 350 vintage motorcycle enthusiasts, 
Britannia ruled the road once again. The

The event attracted a healthy con- 
tingent of well-known marques Tri- 
umph, BSA and Norton, Matchless, 
AJS, Velocette and Vincent. 

Since the hey-day of British motor- 
cycling was in the 1950s and 1960s, 
about half the Limey iron was from 
this period. And some had intriguing 
histories. 

For instance, there was a 1954- 
vintage BSA M20 model that started 
life as a Saudi Arabian police motor- 
cycle. Its present owner, Kirk Stone, a 
32-year-old machinist, said the 500cc 
single-cylinder motorcycle is one of 
two acquired by an American oil exe- 
cutive while stationed in the Middle 
East. 

“There were three palm trees paint- 
ed where the license plate goes; I can't 
tell you why," said Stone. “It was 
equipped with Japanese-made tires 
that had Arabic words imprinted in 
the rubber." 

“They had what seemed like camel 
dung inside the cylinders," joked 
Pete Charbonneau, 36, who bought 
the other Saudi cruiser. 

“And everywhere inside, they had a 
real fine sand," added Charbonneau, 
who maintains ground support 
equipment for an airline. “It had the 
consistency of flour. It got into every- 
thing." 

But Stone's Saudi cruiser is road 
worthy and, like the other vintage 
iron on hand, was able to complete 
the 160-mile run without suffering a 
calamity. 

From the starting point in Fountain 
Valley, the route went south, at times 
passing by golden beaches on the 
Pacific Ocean along Pacific Coast 
Highway. At Oceanside, riders headed 
inland and snaked through roads in 
northern San Diego County. The 
course curved north, passing by Lake 
Elsinore, where it swung back to the 
ocean and a freeway to Fountain 
Valley. 

At the Lookout restaurant, perched 
high on a bluff overlooking Lake 
Elsinore, Bob Carlson was among 
the first on the British run to arrive at 
whatis a regular motorcyclists' hang- 
out. His shiny, blue 1959 BSA Gold 
Star, a 500cc single, immediately drew 
a crowd. 

“Some people wouldn't give you 
$300 for one of these, while to some- 
body else, it's worth more than $3000,”

noted Carlson, 49, a Santa Ana resi- 
dent who sells shop equipment to 
motorcycle dealers. i; 

To the British motorcycle enthusi- 
ast, the uncomplicated singles and 
twins once made in England are 
objects of adoration. These motorcy- 
cles are highly maneuverable — even 
by modern standards — able to lithely 
glide along twisty southern California 
roads. As they pass, the tall grass at 
the side of the road bends, and occa- 
sionally, a quail is pulled out of his 
hiding place, left to flap in the breeze. 

They certainly lack the speed and 
rapid acceleratin of today's double- 
overhead-cam rockets. But the classic 
British bikes boast other charms. 
"There's the tenor rumble from the 
exhaust, a staccato that is far more 
pleasing to the enthusiast’s ear than 
the near-whisper of many modern 
Japanese street bikes. 

Many of the 350 riders on the run 
were middle-aged men who relived 
fond memories of their youth when 
British steel was the world standard. 
Les Iden, 46, is one example. His BSA 
Spitfire is a legend that he painstak- 
ingly updated. The twin-cylinder, 
650cc bike is set up as a flat-track 
racer fitted with racing-quality com- 
ponents such as stainless-steel oil 
lines and dual disc brakes. He spent 
$7000 on his machine. 

“When I was a kid, I followed 
racing at the time and these bikes 
seemed to always end up in the win- 
ner's circle," said Iden, a city worker. 
“But all I could afford back then was 
someone else's $100 beater.” 

The more popular way to go, how- 
ever, is not to update a classic, but 
rather restore it to factory-original 
condition. This means living with 
components like stock drum brakes 
that are somewhat marginal, even 
when in top condition. But the Limey 
motorcycle enthusiast loves the de- 
cades-old technology and accepts 
quirks such as dripping oil. 

But there are pitfalls. John Studden, 
34, who is in the sign business in 
Hollywood, bought his 1974 Norton 
Commando, an 850cc twin, with a 
gear box that was literally blown in 
half. 

“There was a faulty bearing that 
caused this to happen to a lot of 
them,” he said. “The story I heard is 
that the factory boughta cheap bear- 
ing from Portugal or somewhere that 
caused the trouble.” 

Various enthusiast clubs were re- 
presented on the run. Steve Coburn, 
president of the San Diego Norton 
Club, 100 members strong, completed 
the run on a Norton Commando. 
The Commando may well be the 
zenith as a mass-produce British street 
bike. Large, fast, and responsive in 
handling, its most astonishing trait 
is that it doesn't rattle a rider’s fillings 
loose at high speed like almost every 
other British motorcycle. The reason 
is the Norton Commando has special 
rubber bushings (called Isolastic 
mounts) on the motor mounts. 

“This lets the engine and exhaust 
vibrate as a single unit, but the vibra- 
tion isn’t transferred to the frame 
(and rider) because of the bushings,” 
Coburn explained. The feature was 
introduced in 1967. 

Many .complain that the British 
failed because their motorcycles 
changed little over the years. The 
British manufacturers clung to basic 
designs for years, content to make 
only minor improvements year-to- 
year. Today the Japanese, in compari- 
son, revise their offerings at what is a 
frenzied pace next to the British stan- 
dard. But the fact that so many British 
motorcycles are still on the road today 
is a testament to the British philos- 
ophy. 

Parts are interchangeable through 
many years of models, and in some 
instances, even between British makes. 
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Brian Slark, 47, who operates a Norton 
shop in Laguna Niguel, said some of 
the brake, wheel, fork, transmission 
and engine parts on his 1956 Norton 
Dominator are common to Nortons 
through 1975. 

So a few parts go a long way in 
keeping British iron on the road. 

The sponsor of the run, JRC/Tri- 
umph Engineering, is itself a parts 
outfit that hopes to lead a mini- 
comeback of Britannia bikes. The 
Fountain Valley concern is the U.S. 
importer for the latest incarnation of 
Triumph. When the old Triumph 
workers’ cooperative in Meriden was 
liquidated in 1983 because of mount- 
ing debt, L.F. Harris bought much of 
the remnant and is now manufactur- 
ing new Triumphs at a factory in 
Devon. This has been an on-and-off 
again proposition for some time, but 
if it goes, JRC said 600 U.S. dealers 
want the new bikes. 

John Calicchio, JRC president, said 
only a trickle will come at first “but 
at least it's a start," Interestingly, the 
first batch can be sold anywhere but 
California, where it will have to clear 
state emission certification hurdles. 

The all-British run brought some 
odd-looking machinery to Calicchio's 
parking lot at JRC. 

Rebecca Prado, 23, pulled up on a 
hybrid of sorts. She rode a chopper 
powered by a 650cc Triumph twin. 
Prado's extended-fork frame and Har- 
ley parts are blasphemy to purists 
who insist a motorcycle should never 
stray from the stock factory setup. 

But in other ways, Prado is a 
staunch traditionalist. You'd never 


catch. me on a Japanese bike,” she. 


“insists. 

At another part of the parking lot, 
there was an odd creature going by 
the name of Clymer’s Indian Velo 
500. This 500cc single was the late 
Floyd Clymer’s dream of resurrecting 
Indian, the American make that folded 
in the mid 1950s. Clymer, publisher 
of the famed Clymer shop manuals, 
acquired the Indian nameplate and 
had Velocette, the British motorcycle 
manufacturer that subsequently 
closed, provide a motor for what was 
to be a new creation in 1968. 

The bike’s owner, Dick Brown, 53, 
who operates GRB Engineering, a 
Costa Mesa motorcycle shop, said 200 
of the singles were made, but the 
venture soon collapsed. In the inter- 
vening years, his motorcycle was bat- 
tered in an accident, forcing him to 
repair it with a Suzuki frame, wheels 
made in Spain and shock absorbers 
from Germany. This curious amalga- 
mation of exotic names and parts 

-enable the Indian Velo 500 to be 
named ‘‘most unusual” bike on the 
run.

LONG BEACH, CA, JULY 30 


Two of southern California's local speedway 
motorcycle riders and three riders who have 
been competing overseas have been named to 
the U.S. team that will compete in the 26th 


World Team Cup on Saturday, 

August 10 at Veterans Stadium 

in Long Beach, California. 
Bobby Schwartz, who has rid- 


den in the British League for six years, 
heads the list of overseas riders that 
also includes 1983 World Long Track 
Champion Shawn Moran and Ameri- 
can Finals champ John Cook. Schwartz 
will captain the team. Lance King 
heads the local riders and will be 
joined by “Sudden Sam" Ermolenko. 
'The U.S. Team will be managed by 
Bruce Penhall. 

The U.S. Team will face a formid- 
able field that includes two-time de- 
fending champion Denmark, plus 
England and Sweden. Denmark, with 
current world champion Erik Gun- 
dersen and runner-up Hans Nielsen, is 
the favorite. Each rider will compete in 
four, four-lap heats in the 16-race 
event. A rider earns three points for a 
victory, two for second and one for a 
third-place finish. 

Gundersen will be the captain of the 
Danish team while Jan Andersson will 
serve as captain for Sweden; Kenny 
Carter will captain England. Here's a 
rider profile of the American team: 


Bobby Schwartz: Nicknamed '*Cap- 
tain America," Schwartz has made 
more World Team Cup appearances 
than any other U.S. rider and is consi- 
dered this country's ambassador of 





and stripes in four World Team Cups, 
scoring nine points in 1982 when the 
U.S. won the crown. He has also won 
the World Best Pairs title in 1981 with 
Bruce Penhall and in 1982 with Den- 
nis Sigalos. He won the American 
Final at Long Beach in 1984 but lost 
his bid for his first World Final appear- 
ance this season when he finished sixth 
at Long Beach. 

Lance King: He learned to ride form 
one of the masters, Mike Bast, and was 
virtually unbeatable on the Junior 
speedway circuit. Tracksiders knew it 
was only a matter of time before King 
blossomed into one of the finest riders 
in the world and 1984 was his year. 
King was theonly U.S. rider who stood 
on the victory rostrum following the 
Overseas Final, the Inter-Continental 
Final and the World Final. He elected 
to remain at home this season rather 
than return to Cradley Heath, but he 
remains in contention for the World 
Championship following his third 
place finish in the Overseas Final. 

Shawn Moran: The 1983 World 
Long Champion was also a member of 
the American squad that won the 
World Team Cup in 1982. He teamed 
with Bobby Schwartz to finish third in 
the World Best Pairs at Poland this 
season and is currently the third lead- 
ing rider in the British Speedway 
League at Sheffield. Moran won the 
U.S. Championship in 1982 and the 
title has remained in the family with

crown. the past two seasons. Moran 
recently won the Overseas Final, beat- 
ing England's Kenny Carter in a four- 
lap runoff to earn the victory. 

John Cook: He surprised most of 
the11,000 fans who attended the Amer- 
ican Final at Long Beach in June by 
scoring a 15 point maximum to win 
the event. The northern California 
native is a showman once described as 
“a hot dog not found in the concession 
area." Cook rates among the top 10 
riders in the British Speedway League 
where he rides at Ipswich. 

Sam Ermolenko: “Sudden Sam" 
elected to remain in southern California 
this season after his British team, Poole, 
went bankrupt. Ermolenko was the 
top rookie in the overseas league last 
year and represented Poole in the British 
League Riders Championship. He 
was introduced to the sport by a neigh- 
bor and began riding at an outlaw 
track in Taft. Ermolenko became an 
established First Division rider in 1983 
and has continued to improve to the 
point where he's become a world-class 
rider. 

The road to Long Beach began 
nearly three months ago in fouf Euro- 
pean cities as 16 nations raced for three 
berths in the World: Team Cup of 
speedway motorcycle racing scheduled 
for August 10 at Long Beach Veterans 
Stadium. Preliminary qualifying 
rounds began on May 12 in Olching, 
West Germany; Bradford, England; 
Skien, Norway and Civitanove, Italy. 
Ultimately three nations survived to 
join host United States in the 26th 
World Team Cup. 

The prestigious race was first intro- 
duced in 1960 in Gothenburg, Sweden, 
with Ove Fundin leading the Swedes 
to the title. England has won eight 
titles in the 25 years of competition but 
Denmark has emerged as the world 
power in the past two years under 


former three-time World Champion ` 


Ole Olsen, who serves as the team 
manager. 

In the first round of qualifying at 
Skien, Denmark easily won by defeat- 





England advanced in Bradford by de- 
feating Australia, New Zealand and 
Finland. West Germany advanced in 
Olching with a victory over Poland, 
Austria and Bulgaria. Czechoslovakia 
won in Civitanove against Italy, Hun- 
gary and Yugoslavia. 

The Continental Final pitted West 
Germany, Poland, Czechoslovakia and 
Italy with Poland and Italy advancing 
to the Inter-Continental Final on July 
7 in Neustadt, West Germany. Den- 
mark, Sweden, England, and Australia 
met in the Overseas Final in Vojens on 
June 22 and Denmark won the meet- 
ing despite the absence of Hans Nielsen. 
Nielsen, who finished second in the 
World Championship to Gundersen 
last year, was dismissed from interna- 
tional competition by Olsen, but he 
has subsequently been reinstated to the 
Danish team after apologizing to Olsen 
and his teammates. . 

The Danes trounced England an 
Sweden on their home track in Vojens 
to become the first nation to join the 
Americans at Long Beach. Gundersen 


scored a maximum at the meeting - 


and missed establishing a track record 
by .02 of a second. Tommy Knudsen, 
out all of last season with an injury, 
scored 1] points. 

England was expected to give Den- 
mark strong competition in Vojens, 
but Carter and Tatum were forced to 
ride backup bikes after all of their 
equipment was destroyed ina fire. The 
English and Swedes were given a second 
chance in the Inter-Continental Final 
and easily beat the Poles and Italians to 
reach Long Beach. Sweden stunned 
the speedway world by defeating Eng- 
land with a very young team at Neus- 
tadt. Andersson rode in the World 
Final in Los Angeles in 1982, but no 
rider on the Swedish team has ever rid- 
den in a World Team Cup. 

And so the field has been set after a 
series of races that stretched from Italy 
to Norway. A young Swedish team is 
the darkhorse, England is regrouping 
after setbacks to its two best riders and 
the Danes are as strong as ever as Amer- 
ica hosts the world. Td

Meanwhile, Hill was content 
to watch the battle from a distance, 
waiting until it was settled to sneak 
up on VanZuyle. Hill got by Van- 
Zuyle on the seventh lap. 

“I tried to catch him," said Van- 
Zuyle. “But I got intoa full-lock slide 
up in turn four; that slowed me down 
a bit." Hill won by a couple of 
seconds. The fight for third in the 
RZ350 Cup was also tight with four 
riders in contention the entire race. It 
was Matt Hall, however, who came 
out on top. 

The 450cc Superstreet was the re- 
match. John Lassak, VanZuyle's 
tuner, had lowered the jetting four 
steps before the race stating that the 
bike was way too rich and would only 
pull 10,500 rpm. It seemed to help — 
Hill was not able to pull away quite 
like he had earlier. Hill got the better 





start and it took VanZuyle four laps 
to catch up, but VanZuyle wanted 
this one. By the last lap, Hill had a 
five-bikelength lead on VanZuyle. 
Toomey was heard to say, "'Let's see 
VanZuyle slipstream him now!" 


Zuyle wanted it so badly that he gave 
it his all — and managed to finish a 
half bikelength ahead at the line. 

Tustin Honda's Richard Moore 
won his third “Honda Interceptor” 
race in an event that is becoming one 
of the most exciting to watch. Moore 
fought off Ron Sweet and Joe Solis 
and, until his machine seized on the 
fourth lap, Whitney Blakeslee. To- 
ward the end Solis dropped back a 
bit, but Moore and Sweet were both 
slipping and sliding their way around 
each other. Moore grabbed the lead 
for the final time in turn three of the 
last lap and Solis rode to. a lonely 
third. Behind him Steve Schrader, 
Steve Reynosa and Mark Ingalls went 
at it, but Ingalls crashed on the fifth 
lap and Schrader beat Reynosa by a 
hairat the flag. Moore and his Tustin 
Honda/Spectro/Rocky/Trick/Hap 
Jones/Fieldsheer-sponsored machine 
now leads the series. 

Steve Cardillo led the start of the 
600cc Modified Production race, but 
the race was halted in the third lap 
when a crashed bike lay in the racing 
line exiting turn nine.

At the restart Cardillo again took 
the lead followed by Walt Nitto and 
Blakeslee. The challenge, however, 
soon came from Nigel Gale on his 
500cc Interceptor and it proved to be 
too much as Cardillo went down in 
turn one. Earl Roloff and his Ninja 
600R then took the top spot and Gale 
took up the fight with Nitto and 
Moore. As Roloff continued to lead it 
became evident that the intensity of 
the battle for second could not go on 
for long. As they jockeyed for position, 
Gale ran wide in the first turn, slid 
nearly to the dirt, but saved it. Gale 
wasn't so lucky in the next turn as he 
highsided in the fast turn two, sus- 
taining a possible broken ankle and 
arm. Roloff won by five seconds over 
Nitto. 

Roloff took another easy win in the 
Open Modified Production with 
Marty Sharpe second and FZ750- 
mounted Doug Toland third overall 
and first 750. 

In the 750cc and Open Stock Pro- 
duction Toland set a new unofficial 


‘lap record for the 750cc class at 1:34.49 


on his way to the overall victory. 
Toland and Roloff fought all the 
way, but Roloff's every challenge met 
with a resounding “No way!” from 
Toland. Toland wasn't completely 
serious — he was heard beeping his 
horn to friends several times as he 
raced by for the win. 

Toland won the 600cc Modified 
Production easily, winning by six 
seconds over Cardillo. Cardillo had 
borrowed a set of handlebars from 
Toland to repair the damage from his 
earlier crash and took his damaged 
machine to second place. Nitto took 
third a few seconds back. 

Jim Vreeke won the Kerker Super- 
bike event in what was a race of attri- 
tion. Roloff's machine suffered an 
electrical failure on the first lap and 
flames were seen coming from his 
pipes when it gave out. 

Lee Fleming, riding the Honda 
that Wes Cooley rode at Daytona, had 
tire problems and dropped out on the 
fourth lap. Bob Reinen piloting his 
Dave Malmberg-tuned, Ontario Moto 
Tech/Cycle Racer Apparel/Dunlop- 
sponsored GPz750 rode to second 
unchallenged. Nitto, cautious after 
his machine grenaded at the Laguna 
Seca National, rode to third place as 
only five bikes managed to finish the 
race. 

The sidecars showed up in force as 
seven of them came to the line. They 
had requested a LeMans start to liven 
things up a bit and it was great. 

Becker/McAlpine got off the line 
first, but soon Wilson/Taylor took

Estes wins CMR 
Street Enduro

John Estes used his CB1100 
Honda to put in a smooth con- 
sistent ride dropping only two 
points to take the overall win 
at the California Motorcycle Rallies 
(CMR) Roadrunner Rally. 

The Roadrunner Rally, which was 
the first in a series of Streetbike 
Enduros, ran through the mountain 
and desert highways of the Los Padres 
and the Angeles National Forests. It 
consisted of two loops, the first being

135 miles. 

The different classes brought out a 
wide variety of streetbikes, from Ven- 
ture Royales to Ninja 600s with the 
big bikes giving the small canyon 
screamers a run for their money. 

Estes, riding in the Sport 751-Open 
class, made his only mistake at the 
second check, being two minutes late. 
But the battle for second between 
Bruce Reilly (Hon 1000) and Ken 
Martin (Kaw 1000) was going down 
to the wire with each running on the 
same minute and both hoping to nail 
the tiebreaker. Martin edged Reilly 
by 7.0 seconds at the tiebreaker to 
take second. 

In the most contested class, the 
Sport 451-750, Mike Estrada (Yam 
750), Sam Winters (Hon 500) and 
Mike Erickson (Hon 700) all got off 
to a good start with each only making 
minor errors on the first loop until 
check six. Winters stopped to help a 
fallen rider and dropped back 16 
minutes. He managed to make up all 
but four minutes before the next 
check which still kept him in the lead 
by one point. Erickson was still in 
second and zeroed the next two checks, 
keeping him one point ahead of 
Estrada. On the final check, Winters 
and Estrada zeroed it but Erickson 
came in a few seconds early and gave 
up second to Estrada by one point 
with Winters taking the win. 

In the Touring 0-750cc class Doug 
Ball (Hon 750) breezed on in for the 
win, but the big boys in the Touring 
751-Open class didn't have it quite as 
easy. David Trudeau (Venture 
Royale), Chris Garza (GL1000) and 
Bob Neal (GL1000) all had some 
problems hitting the checks on time 
during the first loop with Garza 
holding a two-point lead at the half- 
way point. Trudeau, quickly getting 
the hang of it on the second loop, 
zeroed the next two checks and 
dropped only nine points through 
the tricky Moorpark section while 
Garza got five points behind at the 
tiebreaker check and got another nine 
points later on, letting Trudeau slip 
past for the lead and the win. Bob 
Neal doing the best second loop of 
the group couldn't quite make up for 
a tough first loop and finished third, 
five points back. 

Following the finish, everyone was 
treated to free drinks and food, meet- 
ing and swapping war stories. Off- 
road enduro riders had the upper 
hand in most classes because of pre- 
vious experience with enduro timing 
but many first-timers were high in 
the point standings. 

CMR is planning to run Streetbike 
Enduros at least once a month, giv- 
ing street riders and touring riders a 
chance to get away from the city and 
get involved in a competition event 
that's more exciting than the normal 
Tour rides or Poker Runs.

Green doubles at 
Hannegan FT

National number 24 Randy 
Green completed a two state 
rampage in northwest dirt track 
action by winning two main 
events at Bellingham's Hannegan 
Speedway. Tonight Green won the 
250cc and Open main events in addi- 
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tion to the matching trophy dashes. 
He also set the evening's fast time of 
16.70 which capped off his sweep of 
the weekend in the northwest after 
last night's Oregon TT win. 

Over 1500 spectators didn't go 
wrong by filling the Hannegan stand 
as they witnessed Green demolish the 
heat races with young Danny Stanley 
(Steve Baker Kaw). Stanley received 
several plaudits from the crowd after 
winning the 80cc A main, the 125cc A 
main and the 250cc B main event. 
Stanley posted the sixth fastest time 
of the evening on his 125 which was 
also victorious in the 250cc B main 
over Todd Derringer and Steve 
McCauley. 

Another interesting race was the in- 
creasingly popular Over 30 classrun- 
off. Trophy dash winner Mike Bud- 
schadt (Tri 750) did the dirty deeds in 
the 10 lap final to put Dan Stanley 
(Yam 500) into the runner-up spot. 
AMA Novice John Engelecke (Hon 
500) nabbed a third after a race long 
shootout between himself and AMA 
Expert Squire Tomasie aboard the 
ex-Mickey Fay HOnda 600. 

Trophy dashes had Green and 
Strong battling in the Open and 
250cc classes. Strong did all he could 
to nab the brass in the 250s, but to no 
avail. In the 250cc main event, it was 
12 laps of the most thrilling 250 
action yet this season at Hannegan. 
Strong (Seattle Hon) hooked up best 
at the start of the 250cc Expert money 
main and led Green who was run- 
ning second and was fishing for an 
opening on the quarter mile oval. 
AMA Junior Pro Randy Roose 
(BBRP/Yam NW/Sound Advice/ 
Yam), Steve Pruczinski (Yam) and A.J. 
Eschwig followed Green and Strong 
and at one point in the race made a 
five way swapfest for the lead in an 
incredible five abreast duel. The bat- 
tle raged until the fifth lap when 
Strong and Green pulled away and 
left Roose to fend off a pesky Lance 
Strong, who came from way back to 
settle into fourth with laps remaining. 

Strong couldn't catch Roose, but 
did get a spectacular view of brother 
Kirk losing the lead to Green on the 
12th lap with only 100 feet to the 
checkered flag. Strong was riding 
confident, but allowed Green to cut 
inside and take it the remaining dis- 
tance after trailing the entire race. 
Strong lost out by six inches and was 
relegated to second with Roose, Lance 
Strong and Pruczinski filling the top 
five. 

The evening's other thriller came 
in the form of the 12 lap, 12 main 
Open Expert main, pitting 11 AMA 
Pros which includes Expert heavy- 
weights Green, Strong, national 
number 81 Duane Gerrard (C-A 560), 
Tomasie (Hon 600) and rookie Brian 
McGonigal (Rtx 600). On the start it 
was Strong romping off the line fol- 
lowed by Roose (H-D 560), Tomasie, 
Mike Kearney (Yam 750) and Ger- 
rard, who was victim of a dismal 
start. Green and Strong again put on 
another spectacular show for the fans 
in what may have been the best race 
of the season. The two Honda 600 
riders pulled away from Roose, who 
again followed the Expert tandem, 
and it was Green taking his third 
main event of the weekend with 
Strong again in the runner-up slot.

This left Sparks to do battle with 
Webb, who was working on an attack 
plan of his own, and eventually passed 
for second, knocking Sparks back to 
third. High flying Paul Villa from 
San Luis was in fourth and looking 
for a place to pass. Villa found his 
place in the back section of the track 
and set out after Webb in second. By 
this time, Ellis was so far out in front 
it looked like he was in a different 
race than the earlier one. At the 
checkered, Ellis crossed the finish 
line way out in front.

of the first lap, as Cook faded to fifth. 
Aaron Turner, also TZ-mounted, 
challenged. Kiyota with an early 
charge, but pulled off the track with 


unknown problems before he was 
‘able to squeeze past Kiyota. 


Meanwhile, the battle for third — 
soon transformed into a battle for 
second by the loss of Turner — saw 
Smith hounded by J.T. Terry on a 
Ireshly-imported NS250R. Kiyota 
settled into an 11-second lead over 
Terry, as Smith saw third place slip 
away when Chris Schultze late-braked 
past the SR onan RS250. Kiyota, Terry 
and Schultze finished in that order. 

Schultze's hard charge from a fifth 
row start had spectators speculating 
on the possibility of a Schultze win 
had the race been run half a dozen 
laps further. The overlooked rider 
was Paul Johnson on a borrowed 
'TZ250, however, who came from an 
eighth-row start to finish fourth 
overall. Smith pulled in with a fifth 
place finish. 

Despite the stellar performance of 
Kiyota in this race, the day belonged 
to Smith. Steady, consistent riding 
has characterized Smith's racing all 
season, with the current lead on over- 
all points standings as the payoff. He 
rode every race except the Open Pro- 
duction (run concurrently with 600cc 


Production in which he placed: 


second), and finished in the top five 
in four of the seven races of the day. 

Smith's day started with a 20-second 
win over John Hopperstad in the 
450cc Superbike contest. Overcook- 
ing the hairpin turn in the 600cc 
Superbike heat race cost him a transfer 
to the main, and he failed to place in 
the Open Superbike event. The For- 
mula Colorado fifth place finish was 
followed by a fourth in the Formula 
One. 

Overall standings were unavaila- 
ble at this writing, but Smith's per- 
formance appears to retain the lead. 

MRA. race fans were treated to 
intense competition throughout the 
day. Number one plateholder Bruce 
Sass, and only challenger to Smith's 
point lead, was not present, report- 
edly out for the season with major 
injuries from a flat tracking accident 
last week. Without the presence of 
Sass' traditional mastery, MRA vete- 
rans were left to deal with one another 
in the competition for $4000 worth of 
contingency money provided by 
Yamaha for Yamaha riders, and the 
challenge of newcomer Chuck Lee. 

Lee, only recently converted to road 
racing from a flat tracking career 
showed the Vets the fast way around 
the 1.75-mile course in all three races 
he entered — Open Superbike, For- 
mula One and Open Production. He 
credited the work of Perfection Port- 
ingon the head of his Alpine Suzuki- 
sponsored '83 GS750 as the source of 
his speed. His competitors were in- 
clined to agree. Danny Walker (Gyp- 
sum Autobody/ Yamaha Motorsports/ 
CP West/MB Engineering), riding an 
FJ600 in races against Lee, claimed 
that the horsepower advantage was 
insurmountable on this one-line 
track. Walker finished second to Lee 
in the Open Superbike clash and 
third to Lee and Kiyota in Formula 
One. 

Racers will return to Woody Creek 
Raceway August 17 and 18 for round 
two of the MRA Endurance Series at 
Aspen, followed by the Steamboat 
Springs Street Race September 7 and 
8.

Expert heats were the best so far 
this season, loaded with as many as 
five National number riders in the 


three heats that transferred the top ` 


three directly to the mains. National 
number 70 Jeff Campbell (H-D) and 
Mickey Fay (Hon) dueled in front of 
John Wincewicz (Tri) with Fay tak- 
ing the lead only to lose it back to 
Campbell late in the heat. Campbell 
wenton to win and transferred as did 
Fay and Wincewicz. The second heat 
put three Triumph 750s into the final 
piloted by Larry Legarra, Del Schnit- 
zer and Mike Sullivan while the final 
direct tickets went to Green, rookie 
Mike Oglesbee ( e; and Jeff Harsha 
(Yam). 

The evening's fast time went to 
Campbell on the Hi-Point/Simpson/ 
Beaverton Honda/Lillie/Mtn. 
Springwater Harley with a 15.01. 
Times were much slower than usual 
due to a choppy, dry, slick track 
which had Legarra (15.06) and Green 
(15.08) joining fourth fastest Wince- 
wicz in the Expert trophy dash. The 
dash saw Green and a much improved 
Campbell dicing for the lead, but in 
the end it went Green's way with 
Campbell, Wincewicz and Legarra in 
tow. The Jünior dash had Zibel, top 
Junior fast time qualifier Horban, 
Bugsy Booth and Spokane's Tim 
Stults (Hon) while Dunken took the 
Novice dash. 

Dunken sat the pole for the 10-lap 
Novice main and drilled the holeshot 
despite the sweltering heat that caused 
severe fatigue. Dunken (Mr. Bubble/ 
Beaverton Hon/Hon), Rich Mschi- 
chowski (H-D), Todd Gary (Yam), 
points leader Jim Servo (Hus) and 
Washington's Keith Barnhardt (Hon) 
filled out the early top five on the 
dusty course.

Cooper, Hoenshell 
duke-it-out at 
WKY MX

OKLAHOMA CITY, OK, JULY 13 
Malcolm Smith and Honda- 
sponsored Guy Cooper and 
Jorski Suzuki’s Clay Hoenshell 
returned to'Oklahoma after 
competing in the Buchanan National 
and went toe-to-toe at the Sixth 
Annual WKY Radio Motocross. After 
fierce battles in the 125cc and 250cc 
Experts, Cooper topped all four motos 
with Hoenshell second each time 
out.

In the first 125cc moto, Hoenshell 
grabbed the holeshot over Cooper, 
Team Green's Mike Boston and DMC 
Kawasaki pilot Dennis Daft. Cooper 
applied pressure to Hoenshell, but 
the Suzuki pilot countered every thrust 
until mid-moto. Cooper then took 
and held the lead until the checkered. 
Hoenshell took second over Boston, 
Daft and Kawasaki-mounted Jason 
Upshaw. 

Cooper took the second-moto hole- 
shot over Boston, Daft and Hoen- 


shell, who passed the two Kawasaki , 


riders within two laps and set after 
Cooper. By the halfway mark, Hoen- 
shell had whittled Cooper's lead down 
to less than two seconds, but Cooper 
held his advantage for the win over 
Hoenshell, Boston, Daft and Team 
Green's Tommy Newman. 

Rick Kirk powered his K&N Yama- 
ha to the holeshot in the first 250cc 
moto over Cooper, Fellers, Jorski 
Suzuki’s Mike Ables and Hoenshell. 
Fellers tucked in behind Kirk and 
passed Cooper, who had to take the 
outside line in the first turn. Cooper 
cleared the first three of a set of five 
jumps and sailed past Fellers, then 
applied pressure to Kirk. The next 
lap Cooper used the same move on 
Kirk for the lead. The Yamaha rider 











was sandwiched between Cooper and 
Fellers for the next lap, then Fellers 
made his move for second over the 
same jumps. The pass was so close 
that Kirk’s clutch lever snapped, so 
he couldn't retaliate. Meanwhile; 
Hoenshell passed Ables and reeled in 
Kirk. Before Fellers could escape, 
Hoenshell dropped Kirk to fourth 
and set after the Kawasaki pilot. The 
two dueled briefly, then Hoenshell 
dropped Fellers to third; by then 
Cooper was long-gone. Cooper won 
ahead of Hoenshell, Fellers, Kirk and 
Ables. 

In the second moto Newman and 
Cooper reached the first turn at the 
same time. Newman railed the inside 
line, and Cooper swept outside. In 
the next turn Newman took the lead, 
but the lead was fleeting as Cooper 
slipped past three turns later. Hoen- 
shell took third from Daft, then zap- 
ped Newman a lap later. Hoenshell 
reeled in and applied pressure to 
AMA’s 125cc Rookie of the Year.
